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increases ahead for suburban apartment dwellers

Northwest suburban apartment man- 


agers predict a 2 to 10 per cent boost in 
rental rates for the coming year. And the 
outlook for 1073 Is glum for the apart- 
ment dweller: fewer available units and 
rising rents. 


"Owners desperately need every dollar 


they can acquire, to keep buildings up 
and maintain the quality apartments that 
residents want," said William "Don" 
Sally of Arlington Heights, vice president 
of the Balrd & Warner, Inc. property 


management firm. He notes that North- 
west Suburban tenants will not be hit as 
hard by rent boosts as those In Evanston. 
Renters there will experience up to 12 
per cent boosts in rental rates next year, 
ho predicts. 


The rising cost of labor, materials and 


taxes account for the coming rent hikes, 
Sally said. He added that fuel supplies 
arc limited and Inventories of items such 
as toilets may be depicted shortlyv 


"A two per cent Increase Is a nuisance 


Increase," he continued. "It's a nuisance 


to receive It, but not high enough to 
cause you to move ... It's a way of 
nibbling at the tenant without getting a 
substantial increase." 


A RENT BOOST over $20 a month gen- 


erally prods tenants Into looking around 
for another location, he concedes. "The 
tenant always has the option of trying to 
negotiate better terms, and they always 
have the option of moving," said Sally. 


But construction of new apartments 


dwindled this year and is expected to dip 
further In 1974. This will mean fewer 


apartment vacancies, Sally added. 


Richard Kohan, president of the Har- 


bor Management firm, which manages 
apartments In Arlington Heights and 
Hoffman Estates, said, "Most builders 
are postponing their apartment construc- 
tion plans, for a number of reasons, such 
as financing. It's very difficult for a 
builder to make a profit in this market." 
This will mean greater difficulty-In locat- 
ing an apartment to suit your needs, he 
said. 
, 


Kohan, who Is president of the Apart- 


ment Council of Metropolitan Chicago, 
said rent boosts from 2V4 per cent to 10 
per cent can be anticipated next year. 
The condition of the building and the 
strength of the local market will deter- 
mine the size of the increase, he said. . 


A SPOKESMAN for the Quinlan & Ty- 


son management division in Evanston 
said the company will Issue notices of 
apartment rental boosts this month and 
in January. The 2-10 per cent range is. a 
"pretty good figure, but 2 per cent Is a 


little low," the spokesman said of rent 
Increases. 


Karl Nagel, chairman of the Keepper- 


Nagel, Inc., management firm in Lake 
J 


Forest, said Wednesday "In order to 
< 


meet the increases in expenses we're 
getting, we're talking about a minimum 
5 to 10 per cent increase next year." The 
cost of utilities, supplies and taxes is ris- 
ing rapidly, he said. Nagel's firm man- 
ages Mill Creek apartments in Palatine.

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Paramedic plan 
slated for March; 
training begins 


Wheeling officials still hope to begin a 


paramedic program by March, although 
bidding for equipment has not begun. 


"We ore reaching for March," Fire 


Chief Bcrnlc Kocppcn said yesterday. 
Bid specifications for an ambulance and 
telemetry-radio equipment arc finished 
and advertisements for bids should be 
made within the next two weeks, he 
added. 


Under a paramedic program, firemen 


are specially trained to provide Imme- 
diate emergency mcdlcnl care. Para- 
medics transmit data on a patient's con- 
dition to doctors In the hospital emergen- 
cy room. The doctors analyze the sub- 
mitted data and radio instructions on 
how to care for the patient until he ar- 
rives it the hospital.

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patient who can greatly benefit from a 
paramedic program. Many times lives 
which otherwise would have been lost 
can be saved through paramedic on-the- 
scene and en route treatment. 


THREE WHEELING firemen already 


arc certified paramedics and another 
three arc to complete their training in 
two weeks. Koeppen said he hopes to 
have another six men trained before the 
program starts in March. 


"It depends on the space available in 


the training classes," Koeppen said. The 
Wheeling firemen are being trained at 
Highland Park Hospital. Each man 
trains for 161 hours. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt agreed 


with Koeppen about the March starting 
date. "I don't see how we can get it 
much before that time," he said. "We're 
about set to go out to bid both on the 
ambulance and the telemetry equip- 
ment." 


He estimated the bids would be opened 


about Jan. 14 and the equipment ordered 
soon after. The program will have to 
start with the current ambulance be- 
cause Koeppen said it will probably be 
six to eight months before the new ambu- 
lance arrives. (The two ambulances just 
received by the Mount Prospect Fire De- 
partment took all of nine months to ar- 
rive.) 


Plans call for an addition to be built on 


the rear of the main fire station, Dundee 
Road west of Milwaukee Avenue, to 
house the new ambulance. "We'll be 
ready for that too when it comes. That 
doesn't take much planning," Passolt 
said. He added that it would be a "really 
simple job." 


KOEPPEN SAID that if the addition is 


not completed by the time the new am- 
bulance arrives, it would be no problem 
to move the older ambulance to either 
the Hlntz Road fire station or behind vil- 
lage hall on Dundee Road. 


Funding for the paramedic program is 


being worked out by the village. A state 
matching grant Is being sought to help 
pay for the ambulance. 


Many communities in the Northwest 


suburbs have already started paramedic 
programs. Although Wheeling partici- 
pated In the initial stages of paramedic 
training, village officials decided not to 
take part in the program when it began a 
year ago. The village waited to see the 
program prove itself, Koeppen said. 


Parks to discuss 
retention basin 


The Wheeling Park District Board 


tonight will discuss proposed Improve- 
ments to the Husky Park retention basin. 


Park Supt. Dave Phillips this week 


met with village officials and consulting 
engineers to review the project. The vil- 
lage plans to make the basin more at- 
tractive and Install equipment to make 
sure the bottom remains dry in fair 
weather.

Phillips said he will bring the park 


board members up to date on the proj- 
ect. 


The park board will also meet in exec-

The district has been negotiating for two 
parcels of land as part of a park Im- 
provement program.

Negotiations for Childerly land continue 
Hospital branch plans hinge on site

Plans to build a satellite branch of the 


Franklin Boulevard Community Hospital 
in Wheeling have reached a standstill un- 
til a definite location can be found.- 


Norman Davis, consultant for the hos- 


pital project, said he has completed the 
preliminary studies on the satellite facil- 
ity, but cannot proceed until he can pin- 
point the hospital's proposed location. 


"I've done a feasibility study, but there 


has been nothing consumated or dis- 
cussed on the land as far as I know," he 
said. "I think they are talking, but I'm 
not involved in any of that. Until I get 
something firm on that I can't do much 
more." 


The hospital developers have been 


negotiating with the Calvert Foundation 
to purchase the 10-acre Chllderly Retreat 
House property at 508 McHenry Rd. The 
Wheeling Park District is also interested 
in purchasing the site for a community 
park. 


One member of the Calvert Foundation 


Board; M. 0. Horcher, said negotiations 
are apparently continuing since he has 
not been approached with any definite 
proposal. "Before any positive action, 
there would certainly have, to be a meet- 
Ing of the Calvert Board of Directors, 
and as of this moment, there hasn't been 
any meeting," he said. 


ACCORDING TO Horcher, the Calvert 


Foundation may have some legal prob- 
lems In trying to sell the property. He 
said the land was originally set aside for 
the "spiritual, educational and social 
uses" of the students and alumni of the 
University of Chicago. Its use was later 


expanded to include any religion-oriented 
group that wanted to use it for retreat 
functions. 


Horcher explained that at one time the 


Calvert Foundation's attorneys agreed 
that the property could never be sold be- 
cause of the designated use of the site. 
Now, however, the foundation is looking 
into the legalities to see if and how the 
property can be sold. 


Reportedly, the hospital developers are 


primarily interested in the Chllderly 
property. It is not known If any other 
sites are under consideration. 


Davis said, however, he must have a 


definite location for the hospital before 
he can complete the studies required for 


state approval. He said such things as 
the hospital's accessibility must be fully 
outlined before planners can even re- 
view the project. 


When the hospital project was first 


proposed, Davis hoped the plans would 
be ready to be submitted to the state in 
January. "We cannot possibly make it 
before April," he said yesterday. 


THE CONSULTANT said that the 


feasibility studies must first be reviewed 
by health resource planning agencies be- 
fore being presented to the state hospital 
board. The next meeting of the state 
board is in April. 


Meanwhile, Wheeling Village Pres. Ted 


C. Scanlon is continuing to look for resi- 


dents willing to serve on the hospital's 
board of directors. Three of these direc- 
tors are to come from Buffalo Grove 
while four will come fom Wheeling. 


Scanlon said he has found three Buf- 


falo Grove applicants through contacts at 
St. Mary's Church. When applicants 
from Wheeling are found, a committee 
will review the applications and select 
the board of directors. 


Davis said once the board of directors 


is established, someone from the Frank- 
lin Boulevard Community Hospital will 
explain the functions of the group. He 
said the board will then become actively

The added vacation days would count 
against the five emergency days pro- 
vided for In the school calendar. 


Also to be discussed and adopted 


tonight is a long-range plan for achieving 
educational and administrative goals in 
the 1970s. 


THE PLAN INCLUDES specified ob- 


jectives for students and administrators 
and actions necessary to achieve the 
goals. After it is adopted by the school 
board, the plan will be submitted to the 
state superintendent's office.

last four years," Nagel continued. He's 
predicting a 25 to 30 per cent boost In 
rental prices for the next two years, "in 
order to make apartment buildings prof- 
itable —and most are not." 
. 


Rent increases will be gradual, Nagel 


says. "There are always objections to an 
increase," he said. "But are there 
enough so the tenant will go out to relo- 
cate? If he does, he may find that rents 
arc higher elsewhere." 


The slowdown In new apartment con- 


struction and the conversion of many 
extst'ng apartment buildings to con- 
dominium units were cited by Nagel. 
"This will take up the slack In the mar- 
ket," he predicts. "Then prices (rents) 
will finally Increase to a point where it's 
feasible to build. This will bring new 
properties in the market." 


"A SLACK IN the market exists, but It 


will be taken up within a year," says 
Mrs. Doris Thompson, vice president of 
residential property management for 
Miller Builders. The firm manages 
a p a r t m e n t s in Palatine, Arlington 
Heights and Buffalo Grove. 


She predicts an average 5 per cent rent 


boost for suburban apartments 
next 


year. Taxes, operating costs and the 
building license required In Arlington 
Heights are among the reasons. 


"I'm afraid there will be some Increas- 


es. We're just playing it by ear," said 
Manny Kramer of Hollywood Builders 
about rent prices. He declined to esti- 
mate rent boosts for 1974. Taxes and la- 
bor costs will affect rent price decisions, 
he added. The shortage of petrochemic- 
als will affect replacement cost for car- 
peting and appliances.

Sheriff Richard J. Elrod's release this 


week of a three-year "progress report" 
was criticized yesterday as "a puff piece 
... a campaign piece . . . that doesn't 
really tell the story" by Republican sher- 
iff candidate Peter J. Bensinger. 


The report outlines what Elrod called 


"accomplishments, Innovations and im- 
provements In the Cook County sheriff's 
office since my taking office in Decem- 
ber 1970." 


Divided into five parts, the 25-page re- 


port lists: 


• Formation of a merit system for cor- 


rectional personnel. 


• Expansion of educational programs 


for prisoners. 


• Closer cooperation with the state's 


attorney's office in investigations. 


• Addition of a 12-man evidence tech- 


nician service for use by suburban police 
departments. 


• Improved "community relations," a 


program for pickup of abandoned cars 
and a youth service "hotline" and coun- 
seling service. 


SECTIONS OF the report that drew 


criticism for Bensinger and defense from 
Elrod's office included: 


• Innovation of "a new building pro- 


gram." The $21 million bond issue for 
buildings was approved by county voters 
in November 1968 before Elrod began as 
sheriff. The funds "sat for two and a half 
years with nothing being done," Elrod's 
spokesman said. "When Dick took office 
he got the programs under way." New 
structures Include a women's detention 
facility, a recreational building, a work 
release center, expanded medical facil- 
ities and a central kitchen. 


• Claim of "a favorable analysis" of 


the Department of Corrections by the 
John Howard Assn. Although the report 
talks of jail improvements, the summary 
states that "physical brutality and ver- 
bal abuse toward Inmates is widespread. 
The jail is overcrowded and living condi- 
tions are deplorable. Food within the in- 
stitution was poor." 


• A statement that "the sheriff has In- 


•stituted a policy of not appointing any 
person as a special deputy..." Elrod's 


spokesman said part-time court bailiffs, 
who work a few hours a month, carry 
guns and wear badges are not special 
deputies. Part-time bailiffs "get special 
training and work every week." Former 
special deputies, who also carried badges 
and guns, "never worked." The jobs 
have been criticized as unneeded plums 
for party favorites who want to carry 
guns legally. 


• Claim that the county jail "Is a se- 


cure institution." Elrod stated that the 
jail "has not had the major disorders 
and riots that have plagued many other 
jails." "Ask how many escapes there 
have been recently," Bensinger said. 


• A section listing "outstanding" per- 


sonnel appointments. The employes in- 
clude Winston Moore, who started as 
county jail superintendent in 1968 before 
Elrod was elected; Martin Tuchow, a for- 
mer state's attorney who now is a candi- 
date for the county board from Chicago; 
Patricia Siebert, an unsuccessful candi- 
date for the county board; and James I. 
Gottrelch, a former candidate for Skokio 
trustee. ,

In another money matter: the Cost of Living 
Council ruled that 103,000 workers at five aerospace com- 
panies were entitled to pay withheld by decision of the now- 
defunct Pay Board.

Fuel rules: 5 per cent cut in gas

The administration proposed new fuel 


allocation rules Wednesday that would 
mean 5 per cent less gasoline at a high- 
er price in exchange for what officials 
hope will be enough fuel for heating 
homes this winter. 


Late yesterday .the administration ex- 


pressed "total embarrassment" and said 
they made a calculation error In announ- 
cing earlier there would be a 25 per cent 
reduction in gasoline production. 


Regulations proposed by the Federal 


Energy .Office would restrict refineries to 
95 per cent of the gasoline they produced 
lost year. The amount of products such 
as home heating oil and petrochemicals 
would be Increased along with residual 
fuel oil used by power plants. 


The new mandatory program would 


raise prices — probably 8 or 9 cents a 


gallon for heating oil and 6 or 7 cents a 
gallon for gas. 


Gasoline prices range from 46.5 cents a 


gallon for regular brands to 50.2 cents 
for premium, according to a survey of 
Chicago area gas stations released 
Wednesday. The average price of no. 1 
grade fuel oil was 25.6 cents a gallon, 
and for no. 2 grade fuel oil it was 21.7 
cents a gallon. 


The airlines became the first industry 


to question the allocation program, 
claiming .the jet fuel shortage may be 
. "overstated to the extent of several thou- 
sands of barrels a day and may not be as 
severe as initially believed." The Air 
' Transport Assn. urged Presidential ener- 
gy adviser William E. Simon to review 
the jet allocations. 


The energy office sees the allocations 


as a way to prevent "economic ex- 


cesses" such as price gouging and black 
marketing. It prepared the allocations 
for publication in the federal register and 
they are expected to go into force on 
Dec. 27. 


Under the program, the Defense De- 


partment, public mass transportation, 
agriculture, fuel production and emer- 
gency services are going to get all the 
gasoline they presently require. Business 
and government users will be limited to 
the gas they got in 1972 while all others 
— including motorists — are expected to 
restrict their use 10 per cent. 


In other energy related developments: 
• Early reports from highway patrol 


units across the nation indicate that 
truckers were ignoring a request for 8,000 
to 10,000 independent truck drivers to 
stop, work early Wednesday. 


• The Senate Government Operations 


Committee voted unanimously to create 


the Federal Emergency Energy Adminis- 
tration. Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., pre- 
dicted the bill — which gives statutory 
authority to the agency — will be ap- 
proved before Congress adjourns. 


• Pentagon spokesman William Bee- 


cher said almost a million gallons of oil a 
day still flows to South Vietnam and 
Cambodia from American war reserves, 
and the reserves will be replenished part- 
ly with oil from civilian stocks. 


• In London, Secretary of State Henry 


Kissinger asked the European nations, 
Japan and Canada to join with the United 
State? in a crash program to end the 
world energy crisis. He called for the 
creation of a special body to devise and 
implement a common plan of action and 
he said.the United States was prepared 
to offer "major financial" backing for 
the step. 


'Unlimited' look 
at Nixon's taxes

President Nixon's'tax returns will get 


a closer look than he asked for, with a 
congressional committee voting unani- 
mously Wednesday to make an unlimited 
inquiry. 


Nixon opened the door Saturday when 


he asked the Democratic-controlled Joint 
Cominittee on Internal Revenue Taxation 
to examine two aspects of his con- 
troversial 1969-72 taxes — a $576,000 de- 
duction for the gift of his vice presiden- 
tial papers to the National Archives and 
a savings realized by not paying capital 
gains taxes on the sole of some of his 
San Clemente property. 


Nixon, in a letter to the committee, 


said if it determined anything was In- 
correctly reported, he would pay what- 
ever tax may be due. That — according 
to experts — could amount to some 
$300,000, based on taxes not paid and 6 
per cent interest. 


The committee rushed through the 


door Wednesday, saying it would go be- 
yond those two areas and delve into "ev- 
ery aspect of his returns for those 
years." 


Further, the committee appealed for 


useful information from "any person 
throughout the -United States who has 
knowledge about this matter." 


The White House seemed ready to co- 


operate, with spokesman Gerald Warren 
saying Wednesday night that the com- 
mittee request was "fully compatible" 
with Nixon's announcement, and that the 
president offered to give the group his 
tax returns this Saturday. 


The inquiry will be conducted by the 


panel's professional staff, which has sub- 
poena powers and the right to conduct 
hearings and field investigations. No re- 
port Is expected until after the next ses- 
sion of Congress starts Jan. 21. 


A possible tip-off to the committee's at- 


titude came from spokesman Rep. Wil- 
bur Mills, D-Ark., who said he personally 
thought Nixon was unwise in taking the 
deduction for his papers. 


Said Mills: "I think that any public of- 


ficial who files a tax return has to be 
holier than thou." 


Nixon reported that for the four-year 


period he had Income of $1,122,166, on 
which ho paid taxes of $78,651 to the fed- 
eral government, and none to the District 
of Columbia or state of California.

Egypt military shakeup: 
Sadat fires 3 generals

Egypt's losses in the October war with 


Israel came home to roost for three gen- 
erals Wednesday as all three got the axe 
from President Anwar Sadat. 


In a sweeping reshuffle of his military 


command, Sadat fired the chief of staff 
of the Egyptian Armed Forces and the 
commanders of the two armies that 
fought the major battles along the Suez 
Canal in the war. 


Sources said the big reason was a 


"military mistake" that allowed an Is- 
raeli task force to pour across the canal 
bid effectively trap the Egyptian forces 
east of the canal, a setback for which the 
generals were considered "jointly and 
directly responsible." 


The armies involved are the 2nd — 


currently deployed on the canal's north- 


ern sector — and the 3rd in the southern 
sector, which still has some of its forces 
encircled by Israelis on the canal's east 
bank. 


Similar pressure has been brought on 


Israel's military leadersip for alleged 
mishandling of the fighting, but Defense 
Minister Moshe Dayan recently survived 
a vote test in parliament. 


The Israeli cabinet will have a special 


meeting tomorrow to dedde whether to 
attend the Mideast peace talks set .to be- 
gin in Geneva next Tuesday. 


On the battlefield, Syria reported 


fierce fighting between Israeli and Syr- 
Ian tanks in the northern sector of the 
Golan Heights, but Israel denied Syrian 
claims of 20 Israeli casualties. The 
United Nations force in Cairo reported 
an increase of cease-fire violations on the 
Egyptian front.

Kansas City to host Democrats 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Democrats 


will hold their 1974 mid-term national 
convention, the first of its kind for a ma- 
jor U. S. political party,-at Kansas City, 
Mo., next Dec. 6-8, it was announced 
Wednesday. 


The site selection was announced by the 


Planning Advisory Committee of the 
Democratic National committee after 
several months of considering bids from 
nine cities. 


The meeting, which the Democrats are 


calling a conference, will draw 2,035 dele- 
gates from every state and territory. Its 
main purpose will be to act on a new 
Democratic party charter, but presiden- 
tial politics probably will dominate the 


meeting a month after (he 1974 state and 
congressional elections. 


The conference itself is somewhat con- 


troversial. The original draft of the 
Democratic Charter submitted to the 
1972 national convention provided for a 
regular mid-term meeting to discuss and 
act on party positions on national issues. 


That provision, along with estab- 


lishment of a more formal national party 
structure, caused enough controversy at 
Miami Beach to put the entire.charter- 
question over for consideration by a new 
drafting commission and action by a 1974, 
mid-term meeting. 


The question of whether mid-term con- 


ventions will become a regular .feature 
will be'decided at the 1974 meeting.

Eight proposed bicycle routes have 


been drawn up for Prospect Heights. 
Park officials hope to set up the routes 
using Wheeling Township federal rcvc- 
nue-iharlng funds. 


The routes, which uere drawn up by a 


committee of Iho Prospect Heights Park 
Board, are not official yet and could bo 
changed radically, according to Ronald 
Greenborg, park director. Three types of 
routes are proposed. 


The first type of route would be the 


easiest to set up, Grcenberg said. It re- 
quires Iho posting of side roods for use 
by bicyclists. Streets suggested for such 
posting are Elm Street, Maple-HIUsidn 
Avenue between Camp McDonald ami 
Willow roads, and Chester Lnnc-Broo,:

per cent of the total cost of building the 
vocational center with the balance to be 
provided by state and federal funds. 


STEVENSON VOTERS will be asked 


to approve a levy not to exceed' five 
cents per one hundred dollars of equal- 
ized assessed valuation for a maximum 
of five years. The district plans to levy 
$52,559 the first year and similar sums 
the four succeeding years, according to 
Stevenson Supt. Harold Banser. 


Banser said he believes the assessed 


valuation of Dlst 125 will increase each 
year for the next several years. There- 
fore, he said, the rate will undoubtedly 
be closer to four cents the first year and 
continue to decline each succeeding year.

Vrdolyak announced at a press confer- 


ence in the Loop that he will file candida- 
cy petitions Monday. 


Tully presented his petitions Dec. 10, 


the opening day of filing, after an open 
Democratic fight over slating for the of- 
fice. 


CULLERTON, whose four terms as as- 


sessor have been marked by reports of 
tax assessment breaks for Machine 
cronies, announced that he would seek 
another term as party slatemaking be- 
gan last month. Vrdolyak offered U.S. 
Rep. Morgan Murphy, D-Chlcago, as an 
alternate candidate and, in an open slate- 
making session, quizzed Cullerton to 
prove that the assessor was not familiar 
with recent changes in the office. 


Tully, 34, became the party candidate 


— with backing of Chicago Mayor Rich- 
ard Daley — as a compromise after 
Vrdolyak refused to support Cullerton. 


"I made a mistake in backing Tully in 


the slatemaking," Vrdolyak said yester- 
day. 


EDWARD VRDOLYAK 


The 35-year-old 10th Ward Democratic 


committeeman said the primary is "win- 
nable" because the office "is not run 
properly," because candidates on the 
ticket "don't deserve to be there" and 
because Murphy was not slated. 


VRDOLYAK SAID his election would 


give voters "confidence that everyone is 
being assessed equally." 


"I don't say that I'm disloyal If I don't 


agree with the chairman of the party, 


Mayor Daley, on various issues. I'm as 
loyal as (Aid.) Seymour Simon, a Daley 
critic who accepted backing to run for 
the Appellate Court this week). I'm as 
loyal as (Gov.) Dan Walker. We're all 
Democrats. Nobody has a copyright on 
that." 


Vrdolyak estimated that the campaign 


will cost $300,000 and said that votes 
from Chicago will determine the primary 
winner. "The dty primary vote is five 
and a half times that of the 30 suburban 
townships. I have to do a great deal of 
work in the dty — that's where the votes 
are." 


THE ALDERMAN said that former 


State's Atty. Edward Hanrahan and 
Walker won Democratic primaries with- 
out official party backing. "People are 
going to decide if they want change." 


Vrdolyak did not mention a con- 


troversy that arose over Tully's petitions 
which listed a 3127 N. Monitor Ave. resi- 
dence. The home is owned by Tully's 
parents. 


Republican Comr. Floyd Fulle hinted 


this week that he would challenge the 
address because Tully rents a $275- 
a-month apartment at 65 E. Scott St. on 
the near North Side. 


Fulle said yesterday that the GOP will

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Proposed station hopes to reverse Immoral' trends 
Will God come to Earth again—on TV?

A campaign is under way to raise $4 


million to start a Christian television sta- 
tion that would "flood Chlcagoland with 
good and moral influence." 


The 24-hour-n-day, noncommercial sta- 


Uon would feature religious programs 
like the Billy Graham Crusades and 
Bible studies. Shows for children, the el- 
derly and minority groups would be of- 
fered as well as "clean entertainment," 
according to the Rev. Owen Carr, who 
originated the Idea for the station. 


"Our programs would address them- 


selves to the problems of Chlcagoland. 
Not once in a while but on, and on, and 
on and on," Carr said. He added that 


counseling programs would be included 
that would deal with husband-wife, em- 
ployer-employe, child-child type prob- 
lems. 


CARR, president of Christian Commu- 


nications of Chlcagoland Inc. which was 
formed to start the television station, 
said he hopes to reach his $4 million goal 
by the end of this year. Then, If all goes 
"without any hitches," he said the sta- 
tion could begin operating by next sum- 
mer. 


Carr, pastor of Stone Church In Palos 


Heights, has already raised $300,000 for 
his project through Ms own church which 
is'a member of the Assemblies of God. 
Much of that money, he said, would be 


Chicago banker's gloomy forecast 
"Happy New Year: inflation, 
•more jobless, low profits

'• The new year will bring more of the 
• same problems to the American econo- 


(my — rising prices, more uncmploy- 
' ment, less profits — as a disastrous 1973 
comes to a close, according to a bank 
' economist. 
• " Richard S. Peterson, vice president of 
'the Continental Bonk of Chicago, pre- 
dicted yesterday that concerns of the av- 
erage citizen that the economy will get 
worse are well founded. 


•"I'm not usually a pessimist on pro- 


jecting what conditions will bo like," 
said Peterscn. "Its Just that I've learned 
a lot In the last year." 


PETERSEN, SPEAKING to a Christ- 


mas luncheon of more than 200 business- 
men, realtors, lawyers and fellow bank- 
ers at the Itasca Country Club, said 1974 
would bring more "bod times" for Amer- 
icans but that 1D7S would be "a very 
good year." 


"It will take a year to work out of the 


problems we created In 1073," said Pe- 
terson, an economist for the Bank of 
America in San Francisco until coming 
to Chicago In 1970. . 


Peterson explained that tho coming 


year will not be accompanied by a reces- 
sion, that government controls will be re- 
laxed with prices automatically rising. 
Tho cost of fuel will go up as will the 
consumer price index (though tho price 
of'food probably will drop' sharpy); 
unemployment will rise to 6 per cent, or 
5 million persons; profits will decrease; 


the stock market will recover, and mort- 
gage rates will become more reasonable, 
though It won't be until mid-1974, he said. 


Peterson blamed the spiral in farm 


prices, devaluation of the dollar, govern- 
ment controls and other "surprising" 
factors In preventing the country from 
continuing on an economic boom begun 
In tho early 1970s. 


THE ECONOMIST said the energy 


crisis, which he does not believe was 
"created" by the White House to detract 
from Watergate, will definitely change 
American lifestyle but that the consumer 
was already cutting back on spending be- 
fore the Middle East countries decided to 
plug their oil 'exports to the U. S. 


"Tho consumer was concerned about 


many things," said Peterson, "and felt 
that inflation would always continue. So 
he was reacting (to economic conditions) 
already. The layoffs announced recently 
did not occur because of the energy 
crisis. It would have happened anyway 
because of less demands for services." 


Peterson predicted the Arab embargo 


on oil shipments to the U. S. will be lifted 
in a few months but added, "There •is no 
relation between economic growth and 
tho amount of energy we need. The rate 
of growth in the U. S. next year will be 
less than we thought but the work of in- 
dustry will not grind to a halt" 


The luncheon was sponsored Jointly by

used for an area-wide advertising cam- 
paign that will begin Immediately. 


"We have organized in Chicago to do 


what Christian television has done In oth- 
er cities — to^ bring a message we be- 
lieve can help reverse the current trend 
of immorality," Carr said. "I believe 
there are many people in Chicago who 
would love to see a change of fare in 
television for our city." 


Carr estimates his station has a poten- 


tial 8 million viewers in the Chicago 
area. "There Is a hunger today to know 
what God is saying today," he said. 


IN STUDYING the feasibility of his 


project, Carr traveled across the country 
visiting Christian television stations in 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, Boston, Dal- 
las, Houston, Indianapolis and other 
cities. He said he would "like to im- 
prove" on what he has seen at those sta- 
tions. 


The Palos Heights pastor, said he has 


been working on his scheme ever since 
he "got sick of the sex and sadism of- 
fered as entertainment on most of our 
local stations." He said he got the idea 
for the Chicago station "while in pray- 
er." 


"There are 4 to S million people in this 


area who do not go to church," he said. 
"The only way we can reach them all Is 
through television." He said he Is inter- 
ested only in the Chicago area, not in 
"going across the nation" with the sta- 
tion. 


ALTHOUGH CARR said ho Is not free 


to discuss the exact details of plans for 


the station, he said It would be either a 


UHF or VHP station. He said there are 
no plans for cable TV. 


"I'm not free to discuss exactly what 


Is open to us," he said. "But there are 
three options: to purchase a station al- 
ready operating in the city or hope some- 
one donates one; to broadcast from the 
outlying areas and feed ^ack Into the 
city; or to apply to the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission (FCC) to assign us 
another channel." 


The $4 million is needed initially, he 


said, because the FCC requires a station 
have enough money to start and stay op- 
erating for one year before approving 
any application for a license. 


There will be no commercial advertis- 


ing on the station. Carr plans to sustain 
it through monthly donations from indi- 
viduals and by the sale of time to reli- 
gious groups who wish to put on a pro- 
gram. 


PROGRAMMING, Carr said, would be 


of interfalth nature and probably Include 
some Jewish, Roman Catholic and other 
non-Protestant programming. The sta- 
tion would also use some network pro- 
grams and have its own news service, he 
said. 


"Whoever is on should have a strong 


voice and bring what is moral to Chi- 
cago," he said. "We may have to draw 
the line somewhere because we don't 
want forces using our media to destroy 
the country." 


Carr said he would not be involved in 


actual programming of the station. "I

feel God has asked me and my church to 
be the catalyst to bring us to this path. 
Once we get there, I have a lot of plans 
for my own church." 


Any donations to the project will be 


deposited to be used for the television 
station only, Carr said. If the station is 
not approved by the FCC, the money will 
be returned to donors with 6 per cent 
interest. Once the application is ap- 
proved, however, the donation is irrevo- 
cable.

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The environment 
Ecologists oppose 
new energy trends 


by LEA TONKIN 


"CLEAN" THINKERS ore raising objections to proposed 


reorganization of the energy research and development func- 
tions of the federal government. 


"Unless we decide to push for development of clean ener- 


gy sources, wo will forever be shackled to the same old solu- 
tions that have been so unsatisfactory in the past Now is the 
time to initiate far-reaching programs of development of 
clean, safe, renewable energy sources," urged representa- 
tives of four environmental groups In a letter sent to the 
House Government Operations Committee this week. 


The letter was initiated by Friends of the Earth, Environ- 


mental Action, Citizen Action Group (a Ralph Nader Organi- 
zation) and the Environmental Policy Center. Ann Roosevelt, 
energy director for Friends of tho Earth, said new energy 
legislation should encourage development of fossil fuels, solar 
and gcothermal energy. Tho danger is that nuclear research 
will continue to bo ovcrfunded at tho expense of alternatives, 
sha said. 


A House vote is expected this week on proposed energy 


conservation and development bills. Tho Senate passed a bill 
which would create an Office of Energy Conservation in the 
Department of the Interior and a Council on Energy Policy. 
Save the Whales campaign 


SAVE THE WHALES campaign is in full swing, sponsored 


by tho Animal Protection Institute of America. The group Is 
calling for a boycott of Japanese products until Japan ends 
its exploitation of whales.' 


"Japan is slaughtering whales with total disregard for the 


preservation of the whales themselves," says Belton Mouras, 
institute president. Ho explains that Japan has refused to 
abide by the quotas of fin, sperm and Mlnke whales that can 
bo killed each year, as set by tho International Whaling Com- 
mission. Tho commission has no enforcement capability. 


Fin stocks are so low that tho Institute estimates 90 per 


cent of tho species have been destroyed. Sperm whales were 
largely eliminated In the southern Hemisphere in the 1960s. 
Mouras adds that tho methods of killing are torturous. Many 
delayed-action explosive-tipped harpoons may be required to 
take a single whale, he said. 
Return our trash! 


WE ONLY ASK that our trash and garbage be returned, 


urges the National Center for Resource Recovery following 
the theft of several boxes from its demonstration center in 
Mllford, Conn. The trash and a stcpladdcr were stolen while 
tho center's personnel were on a nationwide tour to demon- 
strate the potential for extracting reusable materials from 
municipal refuse. 


Portions of tho trash and garbage, separated into light and 


heavy components, had been boxed and labeled for shipment 
to several laboratories across the country. The unfortunate 
aspect of the case may be that the person who removed the 
boxes will never appreciate the value of the garbage.

Island, N.Y. Tho town has sponsored newspaper collection for 
recycling purposes, for the past two years. 


But tho recent increase In paper prices Is believed respon- 


sible for an outbreak of newspaper bundle thefts. Hempstead 
generally collects 250 tons of papers a week. Thieves recently 
took about 100 tons before the town collection trucks made 
their rounds.

Education co-op has good points, too 


Perhaps the most maligned organiza- 


tion in the Northwest suburbs, at least in 
the area of education, is the Northwest 
Education Cooperative. 
> 


The NEC, in case you haven't heard 


(and many people haven't) is an organi- 
zation made up of 10 area school dis- 
tricts, Including High School Dist. 214, 
High School Dist 211 and its eight feeder 
elementary districts. 


NEC does many good and noble things 


including serving as the administrative 
umbrella agency for special education 
programs such as Kirk Center for the 
Retarded in Palatine; for a bilingual pro- 
gram to work with Spanish-speaking 
youngsters, and for areawide programs 
for gifted children. 


Unfortunately, the name "NBC" is 


rarly U ever, connected with these 
good works — even in the minds of 
school board members in the 10 member 
districts. 


However, NEC Is well-known for -one 


organization under its umbrella — and 
that is the computer co-op (frequently re- 
ferred to in this paper as the "troubled 
computer co-op"). 


THE COMPUTER coop has a large 


Xerox computer and provides paychecks, 
class scheduling and other services for 
eight school districts. Or, that's what it- 
was supposed to do. Unfortunately, short- 
ly after the computer was delivered, 
some equipment malfunctioned and ser- 
vice was not provided the way the school 
districts wanted. Then other problems 
followed — paychecks for some districts 
were late; Dist. 214 turned to hand 
scheduling rather than computer sched- 
uling for student classes; and discontent 
among member school districts was 
rampant. 
• 


Things have changed since those dark 


days last sprii£. A new director for the 
co-op was hired and the screams from 
officials in the eight districts have calm-

ed to mere whimpers. Now, next 
month, the NEC governing board and the 
local boards served by the computer co- 
op have to decide what to do next 


They have bids from 10 outside com- 


puter companies to provide the same ser- 
vice the NEC co-op is providing with its 
Xerox. Costs vary widely, but a profes- 
sional consultant said this week that the 
best qualified outside organization can 
provide most of the service the eight dis- 
tricts want for $1,679,999 over three 
years. The NEC co-op thinks it can pro- 


vide all the service the eight districts 
want for $1,948,529 over three years. 


THE CONSULTANT told ,the NEC 


board members to stick with the co-op, 
but when he said that, the air was thick 
with doubts. Board members from the 
eight districts now receiving service, as 
well as their administrators, seemed 
dubious about 'whether the co-op will 
ever shape up. 


But at the root of all the doubts 


seemed to be one basic problem — a 
problem that Is common not only to the 


NEC computer co-op, but to many coop- 
erative efforts among school districts. 


Though no one quite said it in these 


terms, the problem is : If the districts 
hire an outside computer firm and it 
doesn't do the Job right, the districts can 
sue. If, however, the districts get togeth- 
er in a cooperative and the system 
doesn't work, no one can sue anybody. 
The eight school districts and the em- J 
ployes they hire will be at fault 
n 


SOMETIME WITHIN the next month 


or so the eight districts will decide 
whether they want to continue the co-op 
and take the chance of failing. And, 
whatever the decision, it's almost a sure 
thing that the eight districts will have 
more problems. 


After all, the major excitement facing 


whoever runs the computer system for 
the eight districts — whether it Is a pri- 
vate firm or the NEC — will be trying to 
keep the members of eight different 
school boards, 56 persons, happy. 


Which probably explains why NEC Is 


so often maligned.

The trouble-ridden Northwest Educa- 


tion Cooperative computer co-op has re- 
ceived a vote of confidence from a pro- 
fessional consultant, but its future still 
hinges on a decision In January by the 
NEC board. 


The co-op, which provides computer 


service to eight area school districts, was 
recommended Tuesday by consultants 
from the University of Iowa over 10 out- 
side computer firms which might provide 
service to the districts. 


Consultant Ralph Van Dusseldorp told 


the NEC governing board and spectators 


from the eight districts In the co-op that 
he believes the NEC co-op will be able to 
provide service and give school officials 
the advantage of direct control over their 
computer operation. 


Van Dusseldorp also said, "I would ex- 


pect that if we had made the same study 
a year ago, we would have recommended 
that you go to an outside firm because of 
the problems NEC was having. However, 
we are aware of the things that have 
been done in the last six months to im- 
prove the system." 


THE NEC CO-OP, which purchased a 


Xerox computer more than a year ago, 
came under strong criticism from mem- 
ber districts, including High SchooTDlst. 
214 and Elk Grove Twp. Dist 59, last 
spring. Officials of the districts com* 
plained that work was not being,^com- 
pleted on time or accurately. Dist 214, in 
fact, did not use the computer for. stu- 
dent scheduling in several of its schools 
as planned.

op was replaced by Roy Sedrel, formerly

come to road construction, the case 
of Dundee Road is particularly ag- 
gravating. 


Workers began Installing pipe 


along the roadway in the early 
fall of 1072. Drivers have been 
faced with increasingly difficult 
traffic situations ever since. 


Now, nearly a year and a half 


later, we face the prospect of an- 


other winter of bad and hazardous 
road with no real hope of relief un- 
til sometime after the spring mud 
is dry. 


As usual in cases like this, it is 


difficult to affix blame. Big govern- 
ment and a big construction com- 
pany are the two main partners in 
this project. 


The state claims its agreement 


with the Greco Construction Co. is 
being met. Under the contract with 
the state, Greco has 210 working 
days to complete the widening and 
repaving project. The 210 days are 
considered good working days and 
do not count days of inclement 
weather. According to a spokes- 


man for the state, only about 08 of 
those actual 210 days have been 
used, thus meaning that our time 
of trial with Dundee Road may not 
even be half over. 


The way the state runs its road 


construction system, Greco does 
not have to pay penalties until its 
210 working days are used up. 
Since Greco is doing another big 
project for the state on Golf Road, 
and since the firm is admittedly 
having a hard time fulfilling re- 
quirements for both big jobs, the 
delays continue. In fact, the state's 
system allows for long delays in 
work on Dundee Road because 
Greco Is not penalized for shifting, 


its equipment and material to oth- 
er road projects. 


No matter how you cut it, 


they've got us boxed. Greco Con- 
struction has more than half its 
usable days left and bad weather 
is closing in fast. 


No matter that it took only about 


a year to build the original Burma 
Road. No matter that residents of 
Buffalo Grove and surrounding 
communities are caught with scant 
access to their homes or jobs. No 
matter what the inconvenience or 
the length of delays, the flu bug 
that is Dundee Road has us by the 
throat. 


Achoo!

Well, the plain truth of the matter is

notwithstanding any governmental stat- 
ute, ordinance or regulation to the con- 
trary." 


That seems pretty plain to me, Clyde. 


And if the thought of exercising such au- 
thority is absurd, why, please explain, is 
it included to the bill? 


The bill also says, "The Board may 


Impose a motor vehicle parking tax upon 
the privilege of parking motor vehicles 
at parking facilities to the metropolitan 
region..." 


If you have noticed, there are large 


swatches of asphalt throughout the met- 
ropolitan region where huge numbers of 
motor vehicles may be found standing 
motionless. 


They surround shopping centers, busi- 


nesses, apartment buildings and, yes, 
churches. They look unmistakably to me 
like parking facilities. 


And In truth, if a tax collector pointed 


to the facility to my backyard which is 
commonly known as a garage and in 
which cars are commonly parked, and if 
he said to me, "That is a parking facil- 
ity!" well, I'd have a hard time faulting 
the fellow's logic. 


Come now, say the RTA proponents, 


the state isn't going to allow such absur- 
dities.

Here's latest bad news on gas rationing 


by GEORGE J. MARDER 


WASHINGTON - One day the news 


from Washington seems to blow hot on 
gasoline rationing, another day it blows 
cold. 


Gasoline rationing Is under consid- 


eration, but it is something President 
Nixon Is trying to avoid. 


No ono really knows whether It can be 


avoided, so until the decision Is made, 
steps will bo taken to prepare for gaso- 
line rationing even though officials say it 
would not be started until March 1 at the 
earliest. 


The administration clearly has reser- 


vations about gasoline rationing, and in- 
sists It will bo undertaken only as a last 
resort — but it Is proceeding with some 
contingency planning nevertheless. 


This much is certain: some new steps 


ore needed to cut down on gasoline use. 


There is a substantial gap between the 


amount of gas which fa expected to be 
available and the amount which could be 
saved through the present conservation 
program. 


The expected gasoline shortage during 


the first three months of 1974 will be 1.4 
million barrels a day, mare than-21 per 


cent of expected demand. 
• The gasoline saving programs under- 
taken so far involve a halt to Sunday 
soles estimated to save up to 50,000 bar- 
rels a day, and reduction to highway 
speed limits which could save 200,000 
barrels a day. 


Other conservation programs already 


are in being. But a big gap remains be- 
tween expected supply and demand. 


The supply of gasoline seems sure to 


decrease further between now and the 
first quarter of 1974 as refineries pre- 
sumably take advantage of new price in- 
centives to produce more heating otf'at 


the expense of gasoline production. 


Even if they switch back to greatly to- 


creased gasoline production toward the 
end of the cold season, a shortage of 1.4 
million barrels a day still is forecast. 


That means more steps are to prospect 


to cut down on demand. 


It means the motorist must brace him- 


self for more bad news. ,. 


Gas rationing? No one really likes gas 


rationing. It Is perhaps the most cumber- 
some device available. But some believe 
It is the fairest Higher prices? Some > 
people who would profit from higher 
prices obviously favor that alternative. 


But there are some who believe it might 
be the most effective way to ease the 
crisis by providing incentives to develop 
new sources of supply while discouraging 
consumption. 


Other possibilities are higher gasoline 


taxes with possibly a tax refund provi- 
sion for the working poor, or higher 
taxes combined'with rationing so that 
only those who use more than the basic 
allotment of gas would pay the new tax. 


All those alternatives are reported un- 


der consideration, with toe President ex- 
pected to make a decision bjr the first of 
the year. (UPI) 
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Hearing today on Edison rate increase 


T h e r e ' s still time in the Com- 


monwealth Edison Co. rato increase case 
pending before the Illinois Commerce 
Commission for added consumer and en- 
vironmental issues to be raised. 


The utility want* an average 12.65 per 


cent service rale increase, which would 
net Edison an added $150 million a year. 
The commission is conducting a hearing 
on the proposed increase today at the 
State of Illinois Building in Chicago. 
Hearings are slated for Dec. 19-21 at the 
same location. 


The Citizens for n Better Environment 


Croup filed a formal complaint on Mon- 
day \vlth the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board, charging that the commission vio- 
lated provisions of the Environmental 
Protection Act in its consideration of the 
Edison cose. Testimony from the stale 
Environmental Protection agency and 
CBE has been stricken from the record 
by the ICC. 


ACCORDING TO Phillip Miller, assist- 


ant director of research for CBE, Edison 
policies which affect the environment 
will be financed by a service rate boost. 
"One is that rato structure for volume 
rates which encourages inefficient use of 
power," said Miller. "Another is the 


sales and promotional program, which in 
light of the current energy problem is 
objectionable; also, the criteria which 
arc used In obtaining sites for generating 
plants." Testimony from the EPA In- 
volving permit violations was striken 
from the record, said Miller. 


Miller sold that if neither the ICC nor 


the PCB will accept responsibility for 
consumer-environmental issues in the 
Edison cose, "then we'll go to court 


"There is still time to file legal 


briefs," he added. Miller noted that Illi- 
nois.Ally. Gen. William Scott said in Au- 
gust he would investigate or intervene in 
the Edison cose. No action on the case 
has been taken by Scott. 


"There arc numerous other issues in 


the case," said Miller. "Charitable dona- 
tions may not be included in the rate 
base, but we ask that advertising ex- 
penses also be stricken." Edison's adver- 
tising amounts to $3 million a year, he 
sold, and promotional and sales pro- 
grams add another $8 million to the rate 
base. 


David Scholz, director of rates for Edi- 


son, said the utility needs the full rate 
boost "to finance the ongoing operations 
of the company and Its construction pro- 
gram."

Fuel shortage creates new 
demand for kerosene lanterns

NEW YORK — More kerosene farm 


lamps arc being sold right now In the 
United Slates than In the days when they 
lighted the covered wagon, the standard 
transport vehicle of the 19th Century, 
says the Eagle Lamp division of Therm- 
well Products Co., Patcrson, N.J. 


Fear of power shortages is booming 


sales of farm lamps and old fashioned 
household lamps, said Eagle, which has 
been making such lamps since IBS-]. Mel 
Gcrstcln, Therm well vice president, said 
there always has been a fair demand for 
the farm lamps but household lamps 
have sold In recent years mainly as dec- 
orator Items or hurricane lamps In areas 
subject to severe storms. 


OIL LAMPS ore only one of many 


Items In demand because of the energy 
shortage, Gcrstcln said. "We and our 
hundreds of competitors can't fill orders 
for wcathcrstrlpplng, aluminum storm 
windows and doors, pipe Insulation, 
caulking compounds and other things 
that can save gas, fuel oil and elec- 
tricity." 


Gcrstcln said Thcrmwcll's plant at Pa- 


tcrson, which employs 400, Is running 
three shifts and still can't fill orders. 


"Our problem is half surging demand 


and half shortages of raw materials," he 
said. The main shortage is In resins used 
in making weather stripping and various 
weather resistant adhcslvcs. These re- 
sins ore nearly all derived from cth- 
ylcnc, a major petroleum product. 


The petroleum Industry and the chem- 


ical Industry In general have complained 
for weeks about the shortages of ethylcne 
and Its dcrlvatcs. Prices of many of the 
resins are up more than 200 per cent. 


The other big shortage bothering 


Thcrmwcll and its competitors Is alumi- 
num, and the aluminum shortage results 
from the power shortage. It takes huge 
amounts of electricity to make aluminum 
Ingots.

GEKSTEIN SAID the shortage of re- 


slns for making weather stripping and 
similar products must be worldwide be- 
cause Thcrmwcll and Its competitors arc 
getting rush orders, which they often 
can't fill, from Asian and European 
countries that until recently were big ex- 
porters of these products. 


Manufacturers of many products that 


help save fuel are telling the public 
about them. The Thermal Insulation 
Manufacturers Assn. is planning a cam- 
paign In which it says that better weath- 
>cr stripping and thicker insulation can 
save up to one-third on fuel consumption 
in homes and business premises. 


The association says that many people, 


know fuel can be saved by Insulating 
walls, roofs and sometimes floors, but 
are unaware of savings achieved by in- 
sulating many millions of miles of piping 
and tanks In homes. 


Other firms are trying to show people 


how to save gasoline on the road. Unlroy- 
al Inc., contended recently that complete 
conversion of the nation's automobile 
fleet from bias ply top steel belted radial 
tires could save 22 million gallons of 
gasoline a day, the equivalent of 590,000 
barrels of petroleum. 


Unlroyal didn't stop at that. It cau- 


tioned motorists to keep plenty of air in 
their tires — "Underinflated tires are 
gas hogs," the company said.

Computer 
co-op future 
up to board

School board members In Dlst 214 said 
at tho time they would give the co-op 
until January to improve and asked that 
a consultant be hired to investigate the 
possibility of contracting computer ser- 
vice to an outside firm. 


Van Dusscldorp explained that bids 


were received from 10 outside firms of- 
fcring to provide computer service to the 
districts for three yctra. Prices for all 
services, Including accounting, test SCOT- 
ing and Instruction, ranged from 
$1,347,000 to 13,580,000 for three years. 


Of tho bids, Van Dusscldorp said the 


two best were from SDL Systems Re- 
search Group, which could meet all re- 
quirements for $2,502,576 over three 
years, and from Westinghouse Learning 
Corp.. which could meet almost all re- 
quirements for $1,670,090 for three years. 


The best of the two bids, considering 


cost, Is from Wcstlnghouso Learning 
Corp., Van Dusscldorp said. The com- 
pany operates six similar systems In the 
country and Is tied to a large central 
computer operation. 


HOWEVER, Van Dusscldorp recom- 


mended tho districts stick with the NEC, 
which has drawn up a plan to meet all 
requirements for a cost of $1,948,529 over 
three years. 


Members of tho NEC governing board, 


made up of members from all districts 
belonging to NEC, asked questions about 
the recommendation, including whether 
tho NEC co-op would bo able to provide 
adequate .and complete service In tho 
short run. 


Board member Michael Sheykcr of 


River Trails Dlst. 28 said ho is concerned 
because "some of tho NEC service will 
not be available until 1975 or '76." Ho 
asked whether an outside service such as 
Wcstlnghouso might get service to the 
districts sooner. 


Tho NEC governing board will further 


discuss tho computer recommendation 
and hopes to make n decision whether or 
not to continue the NEC co-op operation 
at a Jan. 12 meeting, according to gov- 
erning board Pres. Lcland Glbbs. 


Whatever decision tho governing board 


makes will havo to be ratified by the 
school boards of each of the eight dis- 
trlcts served by tho co-op.

I take aspirin about 
three times during a 24-hour period. It It 
the only way I find relief of aching 
knees. I get faster relief If I take them 
between meals, rather than with food. 
Yet. I'm told this Is wrong, that food of 
some sort should be taken along with the 
pills. Please advise. 


Yes, nsplrln can Irritate the lining of 


tho stomach and actually burn a small 
hole. If the Irritation Is large enough, It 
can cause bleeding. Other than the In- 
digestion type symptoms some people 
have from taking aspirin,'you would not 
notice anything. These symptoms do not 
mean bleeding cither. 


.From (ho small amount of bleeding 


that usually occurs you couldn't tell It. 
Larger amounts might reveal .traces of 
blood on examinations by your doctor.

~ THE POINT MOST people do riot rec- 
ognize about almost all medicines is that 
they arc two edged swords. They can 
help, but they can also harm. That is 
why the amount and taking your medi- 
cine exactly as your doctor prescribes It 
is so .Important. This isn't limited to 
medicines. 


Most of the things we need In life can 


be harmful in excess amounts. Oxygen is 
a typical example. Too much oxygen can 
cause oxygen poisoning and even death. 


You should take something just before 


or with aspirin to help protect that stom- 
ach lining. A glass of milk will help, or a 
bit of cottage cheese, or other food of 
your choice. It should be more than a 
gloss of water or ordinary liquids, 
though, because many liquids go right 
through the stomach and won't offer 
much protection for this problem. 


YES, YOU ARE probably right that 


you get faster relief when you take aspi- 
rin between meals without food. The as-' 
plrin is more likely ,to be dissolved and 
emptied immediately into the small in- 
testine in this state. Then, It is rapidly 
absorbed into the bloodstream. Almost 
all medicines are most rapidly absorbed 
on an empty stomach. 
. 


You will get a longer and more sus? 


taincd action, though, when it is taken 
with food, simply because' the absorption 
process Is slowed down and leveled out. 


I don't think people should become un- 


necessarily alarmed about the effects of 
aspirin in causing stomach irritation and 
bleeding. It is a good mediclnerand many 
people really need It for control of 
pain of arthritis and other conditions. 


I do not approve of aspirin popping,, 


though, without a good reason.,'And, no 
one should be a habitual .aspirin taker 
without their doctor's approval..A per- 
sistent problem that justifies regular as- 
pirin also is important enough for the 
doctor's attention.

The search for mental health 
Why does working class 
ignore psychoanalysis?

Has psychoanalysis been ignoring the 


blue-collar worker, or has the blue-collar 
worker been Ignoring psychoanalysis? 


Probably a little of each. At least, a 


recent study by a Columbia University 
psychiatrist showing that few, If any, 
bluo collar workers go Into analysis 
seems to indicate a fault on both sides. . 


On ono bond, blue-collar workers sel- 


dom seek psychoanalysis because it's a • 
long-terra process with frequent sessions 
that end up being very costly, out of the 
range of Iho average working man. 


Psychoanalysts, on the other hand, 


probably havo felt the average working 
man could not bo helped by analysis bo- 
cause his background and life style is 
different and he's less educated than the 
average middle class person, around 
whom analysis seems to have been de- 
veloped. This, therefore, supposedly ren- 
ders him less Introspective, less verbal 
and not patient enough to wait for long- 
coming results. 


THE BLU&COLLAR worker, defined 


by the Department of Labor as a low- 
skilled craftsman or unskilled .worker, 
can't really do much to change his ceo-. 
n o m i c reason for neglecting psy- 
choanalysis as treatment for his mental 
ills. But Dr. J. David Miller of Columbia 
University's Psychoanalytic Clinic for 


Training and Research believes the fi- 
nancial burden would be relieved with 


. the institution of National Health Insur- 


ance or with more community care. 


And an experiment conducted by Dr. 


Miller shows the psychoanalyst's pre- 
conceptions of the blue-collar worker's 
disposition to analysis is wrong. 


THE EXPERIMENT was part of psy- 


chiatrist Miller's additional five-year 
training to become a psychoanalyst. He 
and his.colleagues treated, along with 
' 1300 middle class patients, 45 blue-collar 
.workers. They reacted quite well to 
treatment — roughly half got, sig- 
nificantly better, which is comparable to 
the recovery rate of the middle class 
group. To dispel any criticism of the re- 
ported favorable results,. Dr. MHler used 
strict criteria for determining successful 
outcomes. 


"Some that did well," said Dr. Miller,, 


"in fact were not necessarily verbal and 
well educated either. They were simply • 
lucky enough to have a therapist who 
saw them for what they were and didn't 
havo any biases or race-class prejudices. 
In other words, the therapist didn't sub- 
tly-reject them for not being middle 
class." 


Also, Dr. Miller added, he and the oili- 


er therapists entered-.the- experiment' 
with a positive attitude. He believes this 
attitude should be Instilled .in all thera- 
pists during their training, especially" 
now that it has been shown the socio- 
economic level does not determine who 
can benefit from psychoanalysis. 


Researcher blowing holes 
in theories about smoking 


MIAMI BEACH (UPI) - A Harvard 


scientist contends that cigarot smoking 
after you reach ago 65 will not increase 
the risks of a heart attack. 


"The Public Health Service and physi- 


cians keep telling elderly persons to quit 
smoking because they risk coronary 
heart disease," said Dr. Carl C. Seltzer 
of the Harvard School of Public Health 
in Boston. "It just Isn't true and the stud- 
ies havo been made to prove It" 


Seltzer's study of the correlation be- 


tween smoking and the risk of heart at- 
tack In the elderly is Important, he said, 
because elderly people make up a large 
segment of our society and "they con* 
tribute fully two-thirds of all CHD (co- 
ronary heart disease) deaths in this 
country." 


"Why don't they tell them the truth?" 


asked the scientist, lighting up a cigar. 
"Why Kara the life out of elderly people 
If they want to smoke?" 


SELTZEK IS A round, little man who 


Is over 63 and he smokes both cigars and 
dgarets. Mortj important, ho said, is the 
fact he is secure in his job as senior re- 
search associate in biological anthropolo- 
gy for the Harvard school's department 
of nutrition. 


Refuting a statement of the surgeon 


general or the National Heart Assn., he 
said, "is like attacking motherhood." 


"The young fellows are afraid to make 


a study — afraid of their jobs," Seltzer 
saki. "Why should the Public Health Ser- 
vice bo any more Infallible than the Jus- 
tice Department?" 


Seltzer stressed that he is not being 


paid by any tobacco industry sources. 
And ho ran into challenge. Questions 
from the floor indicated fellow scientists 
felt Seltzer's report did not cover enough 
ground — whether It was wise for the 
elderly to quit smoking to ward off other 
diseases such as respiratory ailments. 


THE HARVARD researcher pointed 


out that his study was limited just to 
heart disease among persons between 63 
and 84 who had cither given up smoking 
or were continuing to smoke. It did not 
consider, ho said, those elderly persons 
who had never smoked. Nor did It deal 
with anyone younger than 65. 


Seltzer said he obtained his statistical 


findings from four extensive studies of 
health In elderly persons: Hammond's 
American Men and Women; Doll and 
Hill's British Doctors; Kahn's report of 
Dora's data on U.S. veterans; and The 
Framingham Heart Study of the U.S. 


Public Health Service. 


"All four studies examined give rather 


consistent results indicating that there 
are no appreciable excess risks of CHD 
morbidity Illness or mortality among el- 
derly people continuing dgaret smoking 
compared to ex-dgaret'smokers and non- 
cigarct smokers," Weltzer's report said. 


"The act of smoking must be mean- 


ingful and important to elderly people 
since they have clung tenaciously to he 
habit for so many years," the report con- 
cluded. "As far as coronary heart dis- 
ease is concerned, there seems to be no 
cogent, irrefutable reason for .denying 
this small pleasure in the declining years 
of life."

responsible for paying them? 


A. Yes. You very well could be if the debts were incurred 


in meeting necessary family expenses. However, you would 
not be responsible for your husband's personal debts unre- 
lated to family needs. 


Q. Is it a state law that every public school must fly a

A. Yes. According to a state statute, the directors or board 


of education of every school district in the State must provide 
a flag pole and staff for every school in their district and 
specify the hours during the school day when the flag is to be 
.lown. 


Q. Can a mother who Is a minor and has a child born out of 


wedlock let her child be adopted without her parents also 
signing the adoption papers? 


A. Yes, unless she is judged mentally incompetent. How-

, Operation Nutrition, which supplies 
food to 200 needy families in the North- 
west suburbs, is being continued on a 
month-to-month basis. 


Local distribution centers for the pro* 


gram are being asked to raise funds to 
continue feeding infants, children and 
pregnant and postnatal mothers. Since 
federal funding for the program ended in 
August, Operation Nutrition has been su- 
ported by a shaky combination of local 
and Cook County Office of Economic Op- 
portunity funds. 


"We're taking It a month at a time," 


said Charles Autcnreith, Cook County di- 
rector of the program. "Each month we 
seem to come up with enough funds for 
the next month," he said. 


The Northwest suburban share of the 


Cook County program is $1,000 monthly, 
which covers administrative and ware- 
house costs. Food is supplied free 
through the Department of Agriculture. 


Bruce Newton, director of the North- 


west Opportunity Center, which dis- 
tributes the food in the Northwest sub- 
urbs, said the center could continue its 
share of the funding at least through 
March, the end of their fiscal year. At 
that time, a new budget would be drawn 
up and Operation Nutrition would be re- 
ro«sidercd. 


WHETHER THE other centers can 


continue to raise funds is unknown. 
Autenrclth said the future looks promis- 
ing. 


"I'm 
encouraged by the response I 


see," he said. He added that the month- 
to-month situation would continue until 
the program runs out of money. "Hope- 
fully, by that time federal funds will be 
available," he added. 


If not, he said Operation Nutrition may 


be replaced by a similar, also federally 
funded, program. 


Newton said that NOC could not afford 


to continue the food program without the 
Cook County system. He said NOC has in 
the past tried to work directly with the 
Department of Agriculture, but "we're 
just too small," he said. The department 
refused to send out small amounts of 
food, he said. 


Continuing the program without free 


foodstuffs from the Department of Agri- 
culture would raise northwest suburban 
costs to about $33,000 per year, Newton 
said. "I don't think there's any way we 
might handle the whole program," he 
added.

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Gas rationing 


WW II effort was not too encouraging, despite patriotic fervor 


and when gasoline prices become prohibitive, our de- 
luxe model converts to a horse-drawn carriage.' 


Editor's Note: Gas rationing. If It 


comes, will be nothing new for Ameri- 
cans. The nation's fuel was severely ra- 
tioned for three yean during World War 
II. Tom Tlcde reports that the sacrifice, 
however, was something less than total. 


NEW YORK — It was a time of united 


effort. 


Women dropped old nylons in depart- 


ment store repositories for recycling (or, 
as they said then, reprocessing). A 
throaty Atlanta torch singer gave up the 
mike to become the first woman presi- 
dent of a steelworker's union. Children 
doodled air battles and pictures of buck- 
toothed Japanese soldiers on scrap pa- 
per. And giant corporations, noting that 
the GI had first priority on meat, adver- 
tised "Spam and waffles" dinner sugges- 
tions. 


But when it came to driving less — to 


Slowdown response not Werwhelming' 


NEW.YORK - When the speed limit 


was reduced to 50 m.p.h. on New Jer- 
sey's highways, a policeman stopped a 
truck driver going a flat-out 75. When the 
cop reminded the trucker of the energy 
crisis, the driver snapped: "The hell 
with the energy crisis, pal, I got a sched- 
ule to keep." 


So goes the answer to the presidential 


plea for "some sacrifice by some Ameri- 
cans" during the worsening oil shortage. 
Authorities In several states report some 
general slowing down, on a volunteer 
basis, but, «ays a highway patrol officer 
in Pennsylvania, "I wouldn't say the re- 
sponso has been overwhelming.'* 


By all measures, the response to sacri- 


fice must be overwhelming if U.S. driv- 
en are not to be slowed down by some- 
thing other than speed limit modi- 
flcatlons or voluntecrlsm. Dick Rowley 
of the Federal Highway Administration 
says that automobiles account for 25 per 
cent of fuel oil consumption in the nation 
and stlffcr regulations, if they come, will 
surely be In this vil use area. 


There seems no doubt that significant 


gasoline savings are possible — and with 
a minimum of public suffering. Gulf Oil 
research and development engineers, for 
instance, say that late model engines 
traveling at 70 m.p.h. average 13.9 miles 
per gallon of gas vs. 19.6 miles for 
speeds of 40. 


The Highway Administration Is even 


more optimistic about slowdown savings. 
Thus Norbcrt Ticmann, the federal high- 
way administrator, believes SO m.p.h. 
speeds could reduce fuel use 5 per cent 
across the nation — enough to com- 
pensate for the current U.S. oil produc- 
tion shortfall. 


YET IT'S APPAItENT there is opposi- 


tion building to the presidential call for 
lower speeds. The fact is only too ob- 
vious on the roads today. Though auto 
speed is as risky as it is wasteful (27 per 
cent of all fatal highway accidents are 
caused by excessive speed), though the 
National Safety Council says that a driv- 
er's chances of highway death double 
with each 10 m.p.h. Increase In accelera- 
tion, Americans zip about with abandon. 
A recent check of a stretch of the New 
York Thruway indicated half the cars go- 
Ing in excess of 75; drivers In the rural 
highways of North Dakota go 00 and 95 
without a care. 


Some of the opposition to lower speeds, 


actually, is not real resistance but philo- 
sophic criticism. The American Automo- 
bile Association, while not objecting to 
reduced speeds, says that high speeds do 
not play the major statistical role in the 
excessive use of highway fuel. Kay Aldus 
of the AAA says studies indicate 75 per 
cent of all auto trips arc 10 miles or less 
In distance, therefore "most people don't 
get up to 70 m.p.h." 


THE AAA believes that driver skill and 


mechanical excellence are far better 
guarantors of fuel economy. A Michigan 
AAA test indicates that poor driving 
habits — Jackrabblt starts, uneven 
speeds and needless braking — can be 
responsible for as much as 44 per cent of 
vehicle fuel loss. The Minnesota AAA 
adds that its own studies indicate drivers 
can cut fuel use 25 per cent (plus save 
$100 a year In costs) with frequent en- 
gine tuneups. 


But if the AAA wants mainly to supple- 


ment the call for reduced highway 
speeds, other organizations want only to 
condemn it. Bus industry spokesmen, as 
example, say most of their intercity ve- 
hicles ore engineered for maximum effi- 
ciency at 65 m.p.h. Accordingly, says L. 
H. Warwick, vice president of Trailways: 
"If our buses run at 50, they'll be In third 
gear." Warrick's ironic conclusion is that 
buses use more gas at 50 than 65. 


Then there are the truckers. Perhaps 


the most vocal of the reduced speed op- 
ponents. A spokesman for the American 
Trucking Association says the entire In- 
dustry has been set up around the 65 
m.p.h. speed limit. Terminals are thus 
far apart, safety regulations (maximum 
work time for drivers) are so balanced. 


"WE COULD LIVE with a 60 m.p.h. 


limit, but 50 would destroy us," the 
spokesman says. "It would make one 
day's trip into two, it would upset every- 
thing." And so, adds a driver, angrily, "I 
don't sec the need to slow down and 
dammit, I ain't gonna do it.". 


No one knows for certain, but the be- 


lief is that the latter opinion dominates 
the nation. Says a DOT official: "There 
is no way the American people are going 
to slow down easily." This official, then, 
believes the necessary slowdown must 
come hard: 


"You have to hit people in the •pocket- 


book. I believe gas will soon cost 75 cents 
a gallon, and it will probably be ratio-

ned, because that way a man has no 
choice — he goes slow or he goes broke 
'or he runs out. It's the only way we can 
get through this period." 


Perhaps it is the only way. Then again, 


the appeal to better judgments, without 
mandates, is still not dead. The same 
New Jersey cop who handled the rocket- 
Ing, recalcitrant truck driver says he's 
also had to stop an Increasing number of 
people for going too slow! "One lady was 
doing 25 on the Turnpike. When I told her 
to go faster she looked at me as if I was 
unpatriotic."

perhaps walking to work, for crying out 
loud — American opinion and practice 
was sharply .divided for the duration. 
Gas rationing? Then as now there was 
heated debate — many thought it would 
work, many others thought It would not, 
and In the end perhaps both sides were, 
right. 


It began on the East Coast. Oil coming 


this way was thought vital for the Eu- 
ropean and North African battles. Be- 
sides, what with its larger population, 
the East was consuming nearly 40 per 
cent of the nation's total motor fuel. Au- 
thorities tried voluntary restrictions at 
first, Issuing patriotic window stickers 
which read: "I'm using 1/3 less gas." 
Few were, however — thus the 17 East 
Coast states began mandatory rationing 
in the summer of '42. 


AND HOW THE East howled! The 


complaint was: Discrimination. Noting 
news photographs of continuing MIdwes-. 
tern traffic, deploring reports of thou- 
sands of automobiles visiting West Coast 
athletic stadiums, Easterners decided 
that two wrongs might make a right. 
Widespread ration cheating erupted from 
the start. 


At first the cheating was individ- 


ualistic. As during Prohibition', the idea 
among many was not to succumb but to 
maneuver. To get a heftier allotment 
(drivers were given gas coupons in pro- 
portion to their legitimate need), New 
Jersey motorists began to change their 
auto registrations from private to com- 
mercial. To get more coupons, Con- 
necticut residents began surreptitiously 
to buy those unneeded by older or less 
adventuresome motorists. 


And if these ploys did not work, hun- 


dreds of thousands of motorists merely 
bribed the station operators. Ten cents 
more a gallon was all that was needed. 


BY THE TIME rationing went nation- 


wide (late in 1942)'the individual acts of 
fraud had fostered an entire black mar- 
ket network. Chester Bowles, director of 
the Office of Price Administration said: 
"Gangster's who had been concentrating 
on counterfeit money, safe, cracking, 
bootlegging and even murder are now 
turning to the more lucrative gas coupon 
racket." 


Lucrative indeed! Even in the first 


year stages Bowles estimated motorists 
were stealing 2.5 million gallons of gas a 
day, and the Mob — It was not Organized 
Crime then — was profiting about $1 bil- 
lion a month. 


To some extent, probably, the cheaters 


thrived on governmental bungling. Be- 
cause of manpower shortages, the OPA 
had only one investigating officer per 
county; and since they had to Investigate 
compliance with every rationing law 
from food to fashions only about one in 
seven concentrated on gas. 


Besides this, the coupon distribution 


system was disorganized and hopeless. 
Says a library of Congress staffer who 
has researched the rationing period: 
"Nobody even knew how many coupons 
were being sent out." 


BUT GREED WAS the major blame. 


People stole their neighbor's coupons. 
Kids in Rochester, N.Y. were caught 
siphoning fuel from a police car. The vis- 
iting Maharajah of Indorc was ques- 
tioned by police for alleged illegalities. 
And as if the black marketeerlng weren't 
enough, some citizens began other kinds 
of swindles — a chemist, for example, 


was jailed for advertising a phony pellet 
he said could lessen gas consumption. 


And when the government finally did 


mobilize a counteroffenslve, It smelted to 
some people like the kind of Fascism the 
war was attempting to eradicate. Police 
began to frequent public places, checking 
gas coupons. Blacks In the South were 
s o m e t i m e s arrested on trumped-up 
cheating charges. The American Au- 
tomobile Assn. became so angry at the 
enforcement abuses it charged that a

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"Snooper's Army" was forming. In any 
event what a few were arrested for, mil- 
lions more did with Impunity. 


BUT WHETHER they got away with It 


or not, almost all of the cheaters were 
eventually forgotten. Next to alcohol and 
pot prohibitions, World War U gas ra- 
tioning was perhaps the most abused fed- 
eral regulation in the nation's history. 
Yet in its elation over victory, and its 
p r i d e of supreme 
accomplishment, 


America forgave all cheating at the end 
of 
hostilities. 
Prideful 
history con- 


veniently records it as a minor uisance 
in an otherwise herculean effort of good 
old Americanism. 


And history may be right. Most Ameri- 


cans did follow the rules then — 35 
rri.p.h. on the highways, three gallons a 
week, many even filled out vacation ap- 
plication forms. Considering the black 
market opportunities, people allowed gas 
rationing to work rather well.

WASHINGTON - Reports that yet an- 


other andent scroll has been discovered 
in the Dead Sea area keep filtering back 
to this country. 


To bring you up to date, the scroll 


bears some semblance to the biblical ac- 
count of the origin of the Ten Command- 
ments. But certain details are at vari- 
ance. 


The scroll tells of a chosen leader, 


whose name may be rendered in English 
as Mozus, or Mozis, who ascends to a 
mountaintop and receives 10 important 
communications reputed to have come 
directly from God. 


The communications are carved on two 


stone tablets which Mozus, or Mozis, 
keeps unto himself, claiming executive 
privilege.

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Social Security benefits need help 


Most Chlcngo-arcn citizens who expect 


to retire In 1974 will need to supplement 
their social security benefits with Income 
from other sources If they want to main- 
tain a comfortable standard of living. 


"While social security benefits are go-

Your social security field office will 


figure the exact amount of your first 
year's payments when you apply for re- 
tirement benefits. You can call the office 
In advance for an estimate. Don't forget 
that .you must 'apply. Payments don't 
start automatically. 


From there, you can estimate addition- 


al income from interest you get from 
savings accounts, bonds, stock dividends, 
annuities, or pension income. 


"Probably if you've been unable to 


save for retirement and made no other 
provisions to supplement your social se- 
curity benefits with other Income, your 
social security payments will put you 
somewhere between the low and medium 
budget levels," Miss Scott said. 


"IF YOU MATCH one of the statistical 


couples exactly — say the medium budg- 
et couple at around $5,000 — you can 
trace your spending pattern. If you can 
live exactly like them, you have a made- 
to-order budget. But you'll probably be 
making adjustments and these budgets 
will serve as guidelines," she said.

These budgets could be even more 


helpful to couples who still have some 
working years ahead of them, she sug- 
gested. 


"A couple who has no supplementary 


Income next year will have-to live mod- 
estly, quite possibly at a lower standard ' 
of living than that to which they've be- 
come accustomed. 


"But a couple that has 10 working 


years left may. find, itself in the same 
situation if it doesn't'take" financial pre- 
cautions now," she warned. 


"The Social Security Administration 


estimates that a man who is 65 today and 
earning $20,000 a year will, at the age of 
65,' receive social security benefits of 
$7,200 a year if he and his wife are both 
65. That seems pretty nice," Miss Scott 
said, 


"BUT LET'S SEE what happens to tho 


cost of living over the same time. Let's 
take our medium budget, which for 1973 
is $5,400 a year, and assume that the con- 
sumer prices rise 3 per. cent a year, each 
year. At this rate of increase, the cost of 
maintaining the standard of living now 
possible for $5,400 a year — which is 
hardly luxurious — will cost $7,256 in 
1983, more than the $7,200 you'll get in 
social security payments." 


What this means, according to Miss 


Scott, is that until the distant day that 
you can subsist just on social security, 
financial planning is still essential for re- 
tirement. 


"If you hope to maintain a comfortable 


standard of living and protect your as- 
sets, it's never too early to start saving. 
The closer you get to retirement the 
more you should consider low-risk In- 
vestments like savings accounts, certifi- 
cates of deposit, or government secu- 
rities.

Nothing comes in handier for mending 


jobs around the home than tape, pro- 
vided it's the right kind of tape. Fortu- 
nately most of tho pressure sensitive 
tapes aro pretty versatile but having tho 
right kind for tho Job at hand makes It 
cosier. 


Most homes already have somo cello- 


phane tape around. Burled In somo draw- 
er may be a roll of friction tape, or tho 
newer black plastic electrical tape. And 
if you have painted recently you may 
have some odds and ends of masking 
tape. 


With these you have the kinds of tape 


you will most often need. 


Of these tapes, masking tape Is 


probably tho most useful so plan to keep 
a roll handy even when there is no paint- 
ing planned. 


MASKING TAPE consists of a strong 


crepe-paper which makes it stretch and 
tear easily. The color Is tan and tho tape 
Is reasonably strong. It is most com- 
monly used for painting, marking and 
covering areas that aro to be left un- 
pointed. After painting you remove tho

Before you move furni- 
ture tape drawers shut It will not mar 
tho finish providing you don't leave It in 
place too long — like a couple of months. 


Hold patterns in place with It. Fasten 


several pieces of wood together that you 
ore going to cut at one time. A strip of it 
on plywood where you intend to saw will 
prevent splintering. 


Seal the backs of picture frames with 


it to keep out dust and wrap it around 
rough wooden handles. 


Freezer tope is similar but is designed 


to remain tight at low temperatures. 


PROBABLY THE most common tape 


is cellophane tape. Use it for mending 
paper, for sealing, patching, holding 
packages closed. It's clear and a newer 
typo that looks frosty on the roll is al- 
most invisible when applied which makes 
it ideal for mending torn book pages. In 
colors It's great for fancy packages. 


There are plastic tapes that are strong- 


er than the cellophane tape. Use these 
for mending shower curtains, plastic 
table cloths and similar items. 


Mending is simple when cloth tapes 


are used to bind the frayed edges of fab- 
rics, rugs, window shades and book bind- 
ings. Cover old topes on Ventlan blinds 
with fresh cloth adhesive tapes. 


Black plastic electrical tope is used in 


placii of. both friction and rubber tope 
together. It can be used to insulate elec- 
trical splices and to cover frayed in- 
sulation. Use It for emergency repairs on 
a leaking garden hose, 
. Tapes with adhesive on both sides are 
available In either masking tope or cello- 
phane tape. Use these in place of glue for 
temporary fastening, or use where glue 
might bo harmful to a surface or where 
you may want to unstick tho object — 
snapshots in albums, shelf paper, etc. It 
pulls off easily, yet holds where needed.

other assets' Their purchase of a home is 
actually the first step toward building a 
meaningful! net worth. 


"Income, future prospects and credit 


standing are prime considerations today. 
And the old rule that a person cannot 
buy a home costing more than H4 times 
his annual Income has been changed," 
Goss sold. 


Whether the potential buyer is married 


or single, he notes, his total Income and 
the amount of cash available for a down 
payment are the two key factors." 


"MOST MORTGAGE lenders now feel 


that if the buyer can make a 20 to 25 per 
cent down payment, he can afford a 
home costing up to 2ft times his annual 
Income. With a 5,10 or IS per cent down 
payment, the generally accepted Emit is •' 
a house priced at about twice the yearly 
Income. 


"A couple with an annual income of 


$14,000, for example, could buy a home 
costing $35,000 if they can make a down 
payment of $7,000. With $3,500 in cash, 
they should limit the total price to about 
$28,000," Goss explained. 


The trend for young marrieds to buy 


homes, he further adds, has also caused 
more lenders today-to consider all of a 
working wife's salary rather than only 
half as in the past 


"The one thing that has not changed 


over the years, however, is the need for 
some cash as the down payment — and 
this criterion is not likely to be 
dropped," Goss'concluded. *

Quick noiv, where's 
the tallest tower? 
Wrong, it's Toronto 


by DAVID COHEN 


TORONTO (UPI) — On a clear day you'll be able to see 


forever. Or at least 75 miles in any direction, when the 
world's highest tower is completed late next >ear. 


The builder of the tower, Canadian National, the govern- 


ment-owned railway, calls the tower "one of the engineering 
and architectural wonders of the world." The structure will 
be more than one-third of a mile, 1,603 feet high. That's 333 
feet higher than the upmost Up of New York's Empire State- 
Building. 


To get to the observation platform of the dart-shaped struc- 


ture In downtown Toronto, It will be necessary to take a one- 
minute, 1,200 foot ride In a glass fronted elevator. 


Already the tower's concrete superstructure Is 1,150 feet 


toll, more than 400 feet higher than the city's tallest building. 


INTERNATIONAL experts, Including a Toronto psy- 


chiatrist, have been consulted on the tower's design and con- 
struction. 


Canadian National says proudly that the tower Is sure to 


become "an Internationally recognized landmark." Others, 
however, see It as a threat to migratory birds, a hazard to 
small planes, and likely to hamper local television pro- 
gramming in southern Ontario. 


There also is the lingering suspicion that the tower is a . 


deliberate bid for the world's highest building record, now - 
held by Moscow's Ostakino tower at 1,748 feet. 


CN advertisements say the company Is building the tower 


"because we are in the communications business." 


THE TOWER'S 300-foot transmission mast which will sur- 


mount the 1,500 foot concrete superstructure will .accom- 
modate antennae for Canada's two major TV networks, Cable 
TV, FM radio channels, mobile radio systems and CN's own 
microwave facilities. 


CN is doing nothing to hide the fact that the tower will set a 


new world record for height. But the company Is tempering 
this boast with the qualification that its structure will bo the 
world's highest "self-supporting" tower. 


This is to take Into consideration a 2,063-foot TV tower in 


Fargo, N.D. This tower is supported by wires. Next year a , 
tower of this type reaching 2,100 feet will be completed in 
Plock, Poland. 


THE TORONTO tower's shape has been likened to a dart, 


but It also bears some similarity to an elongated rocket 


The concrete superstructure stands on three 18-fcet-thlck 


legs set 180 feet apart. Workmen dug through 55 feet of soil 
and rock to ground each of these legs. 


The legs sweep upward, gradually tapering to a straight 


vertical shape at about 900 feet above the ground. Between 
the 1,000 and 1,200 foot mark there is a round bulge. This is 
the six-story "Skypod," the tower's place of business and 
pleasure. 


Above the Skypod the concrete topers until the 1,500-foot 


mark is reached. After that comes the transmission mast. 


The superstructure is being built by the slip-form method, 


never before tried on such a scale. Concrete is poured into 
wooden frames, and after It hardens the form; arc raised to 
repeat the process. 


IN THE summer months the structure was going up at a 


rate of 20 feet a day. Work began last February. But recent 
high winds and cold weather slowed the rate. CN expects the 
superstructure to be ready early in 1974 with the Skypod and 
transmission mast being completed by the end of the year. 


The Skypod's main attractions will be a 360-seat revolving 


dining room and Indoor and outdoor observation decks. It also 
will have room for broadcasting studios, snack bars and dis- 
play areas. 


Half the fun of the Skypod Is likely to be In getting to it via 


tho glass-fronted elevator. This, CN promises, will be a "vis- 
ual experience." 


THE COMPANY called in a psychiatrist, Dr. Daniel Cap- 


pon of Toronto, to determine if the elevator ride will be too 
much for people. Dr. Cappon said most people would enjoy 
the elevator's "rapid take-off.1' But ho did suggest piped-in ' 
music to soothe possible fears of height, and that horizontal 
lines bo painted on tho elevator shaft to prevent eye-fixation 
problems. 


CN expects about a million people to viilt the tower each 


year. From revenues garnered from shops at the bow of to* 
pod, tho elevator ride and tb* restaurantrin the pod plus, 
rentals for communications facilities, CN expects to make up 
the cost of tho tower, $21 million, and more.

Transferee 
mortgages 
still OK 


Transferees .appear to be the only 


group not hurt In the current mortgage 
money crunch. As mortgage funds 
dwindle throughout the country, more 
business firms are providing both direct 
and indirect assistance to transferred 
employees who seek mortgage financing 
in new locations, according to a quarter- 
ly study recently conducted by 
RELO/Inter-City Relocation Service. 


"It's about the only bright spot in the 


real estate market now," said Paul M. 
Hanson, Dallas realtor who is president 
of RELO. RELO's more than 650 mem- 
ber-brokers serve over 7,000 key residen- 
tial markets In the United States and 
overseas. 


The fall survey of RELO members 


shows that 64 per cent of the respondents 
see mortgage money drying up even 
more during the last quarter of 1973. 
Only 1 per cent see a good supply of 
funds, compared to 20,6 per cent of the 
replies in the June 2nd quarter study. Of 
that small percentage, good supplies of 
money are expected throughout the re- 
mainder of 1973 in Milwaukee, Albu- 
querque, and in the metropolitan Kansas 
City, Kansas-Missouri area. 


THE CROSS-SECTION Poll also shows 


that members expect a buyer's market 
for the remainder of 1973, switching from 
what had been a definite seller's market 
during the year. 


Hanson also considers it significant 


that more than 21 per cent of the RELO 
members reported more employer activi- 
ty in providing home buying assistance. 


"There appears to be a growing trend 


by employers, who are short of both 
technical and professional executive em- 
ployees, to offer some form of mortgage 
assistance to trasferees," said Hanson. 


More and more companies are now 


paying some or all of the service 
charges to enable transferees to obtain 
mortgage financing (29 per cent); pro- 
viding interim company loans, pending 
permanent mortgages (21 per cent); and 
granting company loans against equity in 
former residences, to provide transferees 
with funds for .new purchases (26 per 
cent). Also noticeable were growing in- 
stances of firms paying portions of high- 
er interest rates, and those who provide 
low-or no-interest loans to enable trans- 
ferees to make higher down payments. 


ALTHOUGH most respondents report a 


stable amount of transferees into their 
areas, 16-25 per cent see a greater Influx 
than in similar periods in 1972. Increases 
in the transferee market have been re- 
ported in various areas of Michigan, 
Florida, Rhode Island, Connecticut and 
Kansas. 


With employer assistance in many 


cases, these transferees are able to cope 
with rising home prices, interest rates 
and even discount points, according to 
the RELO survey. More than 71 per cent 
of those reporting saw home prices rise 
from 12 to 15 per cent in the July, August 
and September period. The figures range 
from a 2 per cent'low in Amarillo, Tex., 
to 15 per cent highs in both Davenport, 
Iowa, and St Petersburg, Fla. 


"These were exceptions to the rule be- 


cause the average price increase was- 5 
per cent throughout the country," added 
Hanson, while reporting that this 5 per 
cent increase reflects a national decline 
or slowing-down period in the price of 
homes. A 6.4 per cent average had been 
reported for the three-month period, cov- 
ering April, May and June. 


WHILE INFLATIONARY home prices 


seem to be'curbed, more than 24 per cent 
of RELO members predict further rising 
mortgage rates. Estimated are prime 
rates up to 9% per cent by November, 
especially hi the south and southwest 
Drops in rates are expected by 15 per 
cent of the respondents, noticeably hi the 
New England area and in Kansas and 
Pennsylvania. Legal, statutory rates, es- 
tablished by state usury laws, will keep 
interest rates stable at 18 per cent in oth- 
er states, according to 37 per cent of the 
RELO members.

Christmas - also the season for suicide 


DALLAS (UPI) - Christmas, tbo sea- 


son for families and friends, is also a 
timo when lonely people are in the great* 
est danger of being pushed to suicide, a 
psychologist says. 


Dr. William Tcdford, associate profes- 


sor in the Southern Methodist University 
Psychology Department, said people of 
good mental health constantly compare 
their lot in life with that of other people. 
During the cnd-of-tho-ycar holidays the 
comparison often becomes bleak. 


"I don't think there's any question that 


you will find the suicide rate going up 
around Christmas," Tcdford said. 


Ho said a person can be alone, and 


happy, all year, but be unable to cope 


with the Christmas. 


"IT'S NOT THAT his mood has really 


changed," Tcdford said. "He just looks 
about him. So many people about him 
scein to bo happy. By comparison, his 
own lack of happiness becomes almost 
unbearable. It does make him more like- 
ly to commit suicide if he is already a 
borderline case- 


"Or, he might go out and engage in 


some other type of antisocial behavior." 


Tedford said it would be impossible to 


draw a profile of the depressed person at 
Christmas, but one aspect that recurs of- 
ten is loneliness. 


"It's the interaction that makes Christ- 


mas what Christinas Is," he said. 


Tedford said suicide figures are mis- 


leading because many families might' 
pressure coroners to rule death by natu- 
ral causes, or families simply refuse to 
release details about a suicide victim. 


"BUT YOU DO get what appears in 


some data to be an upsurge in suicides 
running through late December," he 
said. 


The psychologist also said the social 


organizations which try to reach out to 
lonely people at the end of the year prob- 
ably work against the borderline mental 
case. 


"It just makes that many more happy 


people around for him to compare him- 
self with," Tedford said.

DETROIT (UPI) - Germany's top car 


builder has an automatic scat bolt It says 
will take the aggravation out of the 
b u c k 1 o-up-or-don't-drlvo safety belts 
being Installed In all 1S74 cars. 


Volkswagen officials also say the auto- 


matic seat bolt Is cheaper, less com- 
plicated and as effective as the air bags 
now being considered the best way to 
meet a 1076 government safety standard. 


Unliko the present belts, which some 


Americans are disconnecting because 
they don't like buzzers, flashing lights or 
being unable to start their cars, the auto- 
matic seat belt virtually assures 100 per 
cent usage. 


VW said Thursday It has begun a year- 


long highway test of SO beetles equipped 
with the automatic scat belt. By auto- 
matic, they mean the driver doesn't do 
anything lo protect himself except sit. 
down and close the car's door. 


SITTING DOWN In either front scat 


and closing the door pulls the restraining 
belt diagonally down across the body be- 
cause the upper end of the belt is fas- 
tened to the rear edge of the door. 


As the driver or his passenger gets out, 


the retracting device permits the belt to 
pay out, allowing ample room to get out 
of the car. There's no special sequence to 
follow to get the car started and there's 
no need to pull the belt across the body 


to buckle It — sometimes a problem dur- 
ing the winter months when you're wear- 
ing heavy clothing. It is completely pas- 
sive. 


Both U.S. and foreign car makers will 


have to come up with a completely pas- 
sive system of protection by the time the 
1076 models go on sale in late 1975. Gen- 
eral Motors and Ford are leaning toward 
the air bag system, which GM recently 
put on the market as a $225 option In its 
big cars. 


THE VW SYSTEM, for -nich special 


permission was granted to conduct the 
SO-car test, is designed to provide occu- 
pant protection during a 30-mlIe-pcr-hour 
frontal barrier crash — equivalent to a 
60 m.p.h. head on crash by one car into 
an Identical stopped cor. 


"We believe this new passive restraint 


system u on Important step in occupant 
protection," said Stuart Perkins, presi- 
dent of Volkswagen of America. "It oper- 
ates automatically and provides protec- 
tion equal or superior to that offered by 
the best of today's seat belt systems." 


James T. Hamilton, safety and devel- 


opment engineer for VW, sold going the 
belt route was logical for VW because air 
bags aren't particularly suited to small 
cars for several reasons. 


One is that the size of the vehicle 


doesn't leave much room to store the air 
bag. Another is that an air bag in a

Q — I was juit discharged from the 


service where I worked In a medical lab- 
oratory. How do I go about getting a ilm- 
liar Jab with the Veterans Adminis- 
tration? 


A — Contact the personnel office of the

Veterans Administration for a service- 
connected disability. If I get a job, will it 
affect my compensation? 


A — Not unless your VA rating is 


based on unemployabllity and you are 
rated 100 per cent disabled. 


Q — Is my deceased husband, a World 


War II veteran, eligible for a headstone? 


A — Yes, headstones are available for 


any deceased veteran whose last period 
of military service was terminated hon- 


1 orably. Suggest you apply to the Veter- 
ans Administration, since this program 
was transferred from the Army Sept. 1, 
1973.

small car would have to inflate much 
faster than in a large car since there 
isn't as much-car up front to absorb 
some of the impact. 


The automatic seat belt also provides 


more protection than the air bag, Ham- 
ilton said. Air bags primarily protect oc- 
cupants during front-end crashes while 
belts offer the added protection in side 
and roll-over accidents. 


Besides the automatic seat belt, VW 


has built in a padded knee bar under the 
dashboard to protect the lower part of 
the body in an accident. 


VW has petitioned the National High- 


way Traffic Safety Administration for 
permission to sell vehicles equipped with 
the automatic seat belts and will offer 
them as standard equipment on certain 
•S75 models if permission is granted. VW 
also hopes to use the automatic belt as 
its passive restraint system for 1976.

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Hydroponics 


Soilless gardening gains popularity 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - With $20 or $2,000 the indulgent 


Christmas shopper can be the first In his neighborhood to 
grow exotic summer fruits and vegetables in even the bleak- 
est climate. 


Sunshine isn't ail that necessary, but the plants do need 


generous amounts of patience and love. 


So, if you feel like treating yourself to the sort of holiday 


gift that's guaranteed to grow on you, then consider a hydro- 
ponics greenhouse. It's one hobby that'll put food on the table 
and knock down the grocery bill 


HYDROPONICS, a centuries-old farming art, is a method 


of growing fresh produce around the year, around the clock, 
In trays or tubs of specially treated water — but not in any 
soil. 


That's the trick . . . hydroponics Is soilless gardening, or 


chemi-culture. The green-thumb hobbyist can Install his big 
or little greenhouse in the basement, backyard, spare room or 
even on the sunsplasbcd sin of his apartment window. 


One manufacturer who sells hydroponics equipment to com- 


mercial outlets and hobbyists predicts water farms will be 
the nation's answer to fresh, unpolluted food In the gener- 
ations ahead. "Water farms," he said, "are the appliance of 
the future." 


SOILLESS GARDENS can bo as lush and big as one com- 


mercial enterprise in the warm Lucerne Valley of Southern 
California, where some 100,000 square feet of bright red to- 
matoes ripen on the vine. Or hydroponics can be a small, fun 


and Inexpensive affair like the experimental "greenhouse" 
that John Tobias easily threw together In several plastic kit- 
ty-litter boxes. 


For a man who "couldn't even get weeds to grow" before 


he dabbled in chemiculture, engineer Tobias surprised him- 
self with a leafy backyard minijungle of tomatoes, leaf let- 
tuce, scallions and radishes — enough produce, in fact, to 
treat half his neighborhood to fresh tossed salads. 


Like so many other experimenters, Tobias bought special 


hybrid seeds and buried them in an artificia rock substance 
called vermiculite. Then he doused ,the seeds daily with a 
premised treatment of water, nitrogen, potassium and iron — 
sold at most nurseries — and had healthy plants in three 
weeks. 


TOBIAS' FRIEND, Dick Zanelle, has his own garden of 


melons, radishes, peppers and pumpkins bursting brightly 
from a children's plastic wading pool. The water treatment is 
stored in a nearby 40-gallon trash barrel and a timed pump 
washes the plants with solution twice a day. A sort of farm- 
ing by automation. 


Hydroponics isn't a contemporary art — it dates back to 


the 16th century on two continents — only the merchandising 
is new. Hydroponics is as old as the floating gardens of 
Xochlmllco in Mexico, and they began in the 1500s. 


American GI's even gave it a try in the 1950s when they 


were stationed in Korea. Hydroponics flourished there be- 
cause the soldiers blanched at thinking of eating Asian vege- 
tables fertilized with human excreta.

Celebrate Christmas with a 'living tree,' woman urges

LITTLETON, Colo. (UPI) — One of 


Mrs. Jackie Lembke's greatest delights 
is simply to walk around her yard in sub- 
urban Littleton pointing out to friends the 
evergreens she and her family have 
planted. 


"In our yard, there is nothing sweeter 


than to go around and look at the trees 
and remember the times when they were 
planted," tho mother of three said. "Wo 
have five trees now, for five Christ- 
masos. With a little bit of luck, we will 
have a lot more." 


AIRS. LEMBKE IS head of an environ- 


mental group called Provide for People 
which wants homeowners across the na- 
tion to celebrate Christmas in a different 
way. They want people to buy living, 
growing Christmas trees — not trees that 
have been cut — and then replant them 
when they have served their holiday dec- 
orative purpose. 


"Theie is no more wonderful way to 


celebrate Christmas," Mrs. Lembke 
says. "I have three fine sons and they're 
all enthusiastic about It They help deco- 
rate tho tree and then after Christmas, 
plant it." 


Mrs. Lembke, whose group kicked off 


a nationwide campaign on Thanksgiving 
Day, said she has been working for three 
years now to convince people to buy liv- 
ing trees. She thinks the idea is spread- 
ing. 


"We were very effective last year," 


she said. "The first year there were over 
1,000 live trees planted in Colorado alone 
and last year it jumped to 7,000. And 
we've heard that there has been a lot of 
good support across the nation." 


MRS. LEMBKE SAID she found It 


amazing the number of people who have 
jumped on the bandwagon to support tho 
idea. 


"It seems like an idea whose time has 


come," she said. "All you have to do is 
mention it to people and they either latch 
onto it and say this is a great idea or 
else they poo-hoo the idea and just forget 
it." 


Mrs. Lembke said she can't accept the 


argument that the task is too difficult 
and that most of the trees planted in win- 
tertime will die. 


"We say if you get a dead tree, you 


know it's dead," she uild. "But at least 
this way you take a chance. Even if only 
50 per cent of the trees that are planted 
live, that's 50 per cent more live trees 
than we hod to start off with." 


Mrs. Lembke provides a fes hints for 


persons buying living trees. They should 
never be kept in the home for more than 
10 days, keep the roots moist and then 
leave the tree in the garage for a couple 
of days to get it used to the shock of 
moving outdoors- 


"KEEP YOUR dirt In tho garage, too, 


or some other protected area so it won't 
shock the roots at the time you trans- 
plant it," she said. 


Mrs. Lembke, who has been sidelined 


much of the past year as the result of 
injuries suffered when struck by a car, 
said she felt her group was Instrumental 
In the decision this year by the White 
House to have a living national Christ- 
mas tree. Her organization set up a cry 
last year when a tree was cut In Wyom- 
ing and then shipped to the White House 
as the national tree. 


MRS. LEMBKE said the originator of 


the live Christmas tree program was a 
woman whose name she doesn't even 
know. She heard the elderly woman 
speaking to a councilman at a political 
meeting and telling nun how nice it 
would be to have evergreens up and

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Saint or failure? 


100 years after /iis death 


Dr. David Livingston a mystery 


LONDON (UPI) - On Nov. 10, 1871, 


an American reporter named Henry 
Morton Stanley stumbled Into a clearing 
In then-darkest Africa to find on old 
gray-bearded doctor waiting for him. 


Nearly overcome with exhaustion and 


emotion and unsuro that here at last was 
the man he had been looking for, Stanley 
stammered ("Doctor Livingstone, I pre- 
sume?" 


The words ended an arduous search for 


David Livingstone, the wiry, little Scott- 
ish missionary-explorer. They made him 
a living legend and gave the world a 
droll greeting still good for a few laughs 
today. 


Livingstone died In his beloved Africa 


100 years ago on May 1,1873. Letters ho 
exchanged with his family and friends 
which have recently come to light show 
him to bo something less than the near- 
saint and storybook hero Stanley made 
him out to be. 


IN FACT, Livingstone's own letters 


and journals show him to be o failure as 
a missionary who managed to convert to 
Christianity only one African — a tribal 
chief — who Inter lapsed. He dragged his 
pregnant wifo Mary and five children 
through the fever-ridden continent, send- 
ing them back to England only after his 
baby daughter died on one long trek. 


At one point, embroiled with 'other 


missionaries in a tribal war, the explorer 
by his own count shot and killed six Afri- 
cans- 


The myths Stanley spun around Liv- 


ingstone overshadowed the very real 
achievements of a man who devoted 33 
years of his life to traversing more than 
30,000 miles of uncharted Africa. Ho 
made the continent's first authenticated 
crossing by a European — a three-year 
journey that took him from Luanda on 
the Atlantic to Quclimono on the Indian 
Ocean. 


HE SUFFERED from recurrent at- 


tacks of malaria and dysentery, and 
struggled along for much of his travels 


with a virtually useless left arm mang- 
led in an encounter with a lion. 


Livingstone dismissed the hardship and 


dangers, describing his long treks as "a 
prolonged system of picnicking, excellent 
for the health and agreeable to those who 
are not over-fastidious about trifles." By 
"trifles" he meant snakes, crocodiles, 
lions and savage tribes. 


Intolerant and uncompromising to- 


wards fellow whites, he lavished affec- 
tion on the natives. He treated them as 
equals, gave freely of his healing skills 
and sanctioned tribal polygamy as "nat- 
ural to native life." He did much to has- 
ten the end of Africa's flourishing, slave 
trade by exposing the practice to world 
opinion. 


BRITAIN AND those African countries 


which still honor him will mark the 100th 
anniversary of Livingstone's death with 
ceremonies, exhibitions and religious ser- 
vices. 


Britain, in a rare philatelic gesture to 


a foreigner, has issued a set of com- 
memorative postage stamps honoring 
Stanley as much as Livingstone by pic- 
turing the American on one stamp and 
the Scotsman on the other. 


In Scotland, the village of Blantyre, 


where Livingstone worked as a child in a 
spinning mill to pay for his medical edu- 
cation later, has spruced itself up for an 
open-air thanksgiving service. 


A wreath will be laid at his tomb in 


Westminster Abbey, where he was given 
a state funeral after faithful servants 
embalmed his body in salt and brandy 
and brought it 1,500 miles overland to 
Zanzibar. 


IN Z A M B I A , President Kenneth 


Kaunda, a devout Christian, will address 
an open-air service at the foot of a large 
tree whare Livingstone's followers buried 
his heart to keep it on African soil. 


The tree, 300 miles northeast of Lu-

Persons receiving social security bene- 


fits are reminded of events to report to 
their locnl office. 


"Don't forget to notify your office 


promptly if your earnings will exceed 
$2,100," advises Norman R. Thorescn, 
Arlington Heights Branch Manager. 
"Though it is possible to earn several 
thousand dollars and still receive somo 
social security checks, payment might 
not be made for all month." 


A failure to report could result In an 


overpayment of benefits which would 
have to be paid back, warns Mr. There- 
sen. Earnings do not include income 
from savings, Investments, pensions or 
insurance. 


"However, no matter how much you 


earn In 1073, you can bo paid for any 
month In which you do not earn more 
than $175 in wages. Also, you can cam as 
much as you wont in months in which 
you are 72 or older and still got your full 
check" odd! Mr. Thorescn. "The annual 
exempt amount will be increased to $2400 
in 1974 and the monthly amount to $200. 


"If you are disabled and receiving dis- 


ability benefits, you should report when- 
ever you take a job as an employe, or 
your condition has significantly im- 
proved. 


"The marriage of a beneficiary should

Visit or phone your 
local office for more Information.' 


Q — Last year my husband and I 


adopted a 5-year-old child through the 
county adoption agency. She was an or- 
phan, and before we adopted her, the 
wai getting monthly social security 
checks on her father's work record. I 
heard that her checks could start again. 
Is this true? 


A — V«. A child's payments no longer 


slop because of adoption. A child, like 
your daughter, whose payments were 
previously stopped because of adoption 
can again receive monthly benefits. Con- 
tact any social security office to reapply 
for benefits for your adopted daughter. 
Benefit* may -he paid back to October, 
1972. 


Q — I retired more than two years 


ago. If I start working part-time now, 


how much can I make and still collect 
my full social security payments each 
month? 
' 


A — You'll get your full social security 


payments for each month you don't earn 
more than $175 in wages or do substan- 
tial work in self-employment. Or you can 
get your full benefits, regardless of 
monthly earnings, if your total earnings 
for the year don't exceed $2100. 


Q — Nest month I will start working 


for two hours after school three days a 
week. I'M only make $14 a week. Since I 
won't make very much money, will I still 
need a social security number? 


A Yes. No matter how little you are 


paid, your employer must have your so- 
cial security number to report your earn- 
ings. And this job will be a start toward 
providing the work credits you need for 
protection under.social security. 


Q — I attend high school and receive 


monthly sodal. security benefits as the 
son of a disabled worker. Is it true that 
sodal security will pay part of my col- 
lege tuition? 


A — No. But you will continue to get 


monthly cash benefits as long as you are 
a full-time student under 22 and remain 
unmarried.-You can use this money to 
help pay for your college expenses."1 • 


Q — I have an 84-year-old mother who 


lives with me. She gets a social 'security 
check of $144 a month and another pen- 
sion each month for $80. Would she be 
eligible to receive help from the new fed- 
eral supplemental security income pro- 
gram as she needs more money? 
, A. — No. The basic income for a single 
person to be eligible for SSI is $130 a 
month plus $20 of unearned Income that 
can be disregarded. Your mother's 
monthly Income is over the basic amount 
allowable.

Before Iho film's release, producers 


Fred Wclnlrnub and Paul Heller grinned 
broadly In their cluttered Warner Bros, 
office, sure In the knowledge they have a 
hit. 


"This Is the first time a Chinese actor 


has ever been billed above the title," 
said Weintraub of the late Lee, the Chi. 
ncso star who died of a heart attack last 
July, soon after the picture was com' 
pletcd. 


"Wo began working on this movie 


more than a year ago," Heller put In. 
"That was months before 'Five Fingers 
of Death' was released." 


WEINTRABU AND HELLER are cap!' 


tallzlng on the freaky popularity of Asian 
hand-to-hand combat known under the 
umbrella term as 'martial arts,' a stylo 


of fighting which includes karate, aikido, 
kung fu and judo. 


Actor Lee popularized the violent sport 


in two movies. "Five Fingers of Death" 
was a runaway nit. 
~ The genre provides a maximum of bru- 
tality with a minimum of blood. 


"They've made about 200 of these films 


in Hong Kong," Weintraub said, "and 
about 20 of them have been released 
around the world. Most of them are ter- 
rible. 


"Ameicans like martial arts pictures 


because the hand-to-hand fighting is 
more personal than gun-fighting. Almost 
everyone has been struck or hit by an- 
other person, but few have had a gun 
pulled on them." 


HELLER NOTED that the fantasy ele- 


ment is high for all the meek movie- 
goers who warit to tee off on bullies twice 
their size. The martial arts allow a Cas- 
per Milquetoast to become an instant ti- 
ger no matter his size. 


For New York stuntman 
Fights 'n' falls- 
just a day's work

NEW YORK (UP1) - On an average 


day at work, Alex Stevens might tumble 
off a three-story building, get into a fist 
fight or drive a speeding car into the 
Hudson River. 


Stevens is a stuntman, New York style. 


Ho has been stuffed Into a garbage can 
by Hurt Reynolds and knocked down by 
Frank Sinatra. Ho choreographed the 
crash scenes In the movie, "The French 
Connection." 


Recently he founded the East Coast 


Stuntman's Association, whoso members 
have successfully vied with the fabled 
"Hollywood stuntman." Ho is also 
branching out as a director. 


"When Hollywood began to die and 


they couldn't spend millions on o fllm, 
the small independent companies began 
to shoot on location," Stevens said. "And 
things really began to get busy in New 
York. 


"But the next thing you know Is the 


guys in Hollywood started taking a lot of 
Jobs here in Now York. So I said bunk on 
this — this was my way of life. So 20 of 
us here founded the association. 
< 
"It's really working out fine. Now we 


get all the Jobs." 


BUT GETTING A stunt Job wasn't al- 


ways that easy. He got his star* doing a 
favor for a showman friend. Then there 
were pears of paying his dues: knocking 
on doors, don't-coll-mc-pcople, and work- 
Ing odd Jobs- 


"Sometimes I'd flip hamburgers or 


tend bar, then after three days I'd quit to 
be an extra. You get to a point where 
you wont to do it as much as living. 


"At first, I didn't really know much 


about the business. A wardrobe guy on 
Broadway said you have to do this and 
do that I didn't know you had to knock 
on doors and take photographs and go to 
Interviews. I thought they called you. I 
didn't realize you had to sell yourself." 


Stevens, 35, is a quiet man, who would 


rather choreograph a fight scene than bo 
interviewed. His movements are easy 
and fluid. He looks like he was poured 
Into a straight backed chair. 


"Being wiry is better than being a 


muscle man," he sold. 


"You have to be able to move quickly. 


If you lift weights you get slow." 


HE SAID HE based his work on the 


laws of stresses and strains and impacts. 
"I'm completely safety conscious- I like 
to study An area with photographs, I 
might even call a fellow stuntman for 
advice." 


Stevens got some lucky breaks on 


Broadway as a stuntman, then some tele- 
vision work and later movies. And be has 
kind words for the big stars with whom 
he has worked. 


"They are in a certain investment 


bracket. They are an investment. So 
whether or not they like it, they can't 
take chances." 


Perhaps his favorite actor is Frank Si- 


natra. 


"I photograph like him. He's hghly 


technical, very professional and very 
last. And In a- fight scene, he's pretty 
good. He loves stuntmen; I guess he re- 
spects them. When he's in town he calls' 
me. I don't know him super personally, 
but what he talks about is Interesting." 


ON ONE PICTURE. "Lady in Ce- 


ment," the late Dan Blockcr tossed Si- 
natra into Stevens, who was playing a 
villain. "It was a pretty good shot," be 
said, "It knocked me down." 


Recently, he played another heavy In 


"Shnmus," which starred Burt Reynolds. 
"We got into a fight in an alley and he 
stuffed me Into a garbage can. Reynolds 
has got some pretty good, moves — he 
used lo be a stuntman." 


Although he has his hands filled with 


work, Stevens has turned down at least 
three Jobs to direct his first movie, "Go 
For Broke," a voodoo mystery set in 
Haiti and New York. . 


"This Is what I always wanted to do. 


I've studied for it since I started working 
in films. There will be a lot of chase 
scenes, like I did in "The French Con- 
nection.' There's one scene when a car 
spins off a 5,000-foot drop. I'd like to do 
that. 


"But I guess that career is over." '

"The big factor about our picture and

Weintraub said- "We've gone back to a 
pure delineation between the good guy 
and the bad guy. There's none of this an- 
ti-hero baloney.

Ham and pineapple arc always flavor favorites so let, 
crushed pineapple be the ham's crowning glory. To 


give this fragrant pineapple topping that "certain 


something," stir in tangy orange marmalade and a whiff 


of spice. Then, use it lavishly as both a garnish and a 


sauce. 


Vegetables can take on new interest, too — buttered 


baby beets piquant with a sprinkling of dill, 


honey-glazed yams crunchy with toasted pecans and 
Trench-cut beans tangily lopped with lemon-herbed 


crumbs. They make a platter ample enough for the 


most demanding occasion. 


Rounded out with a sparkling punch and crusty rolls, 
then topped off with a make-ahead pie, this splendid 
dinner will set the table aglow for any holiday party. 


HOLIDAY HAM 


1 can (5 Ib) hickory smoked ham 
1 can (1 Ib. 4 oz.) crushed pineapple 


!< cup orange marmalade 
It teaspoon nutmeg 


Whule cloves 


Place ham, fat side up, in shallow baking 


pan. Spoon jellied juices from can over ham. 
If desired, insert meat thermometer (bulb 
should not rest in fat). Heat ham in a 325 
degree oven for V/i to 2 hours, or until inte- 
rior tcmperatuie of ham reaches 140 degrees 
on thermometer. Meanwhile, drain pine- 
apple well. Melt marmalade; stir in nutmeg 
' and drained pineapple. Remove ham from 


oven last 30 minutes of heatint time. Spoon 
pineapple topping over surface of ham. 
Make diagonal score marks in topping with 
knife blade. Stud topping with cloves. Return 
ham to oven and heat 30 minutes longer/ 
Makes 14 servings ham and about 2 cups 
pineapple topping. 


Variations 


On Hot Ham; Add coarsely chopped nuts, 
shredded coconut 
or snipped candied 


cherries to crushed pineapple mixture; pro- 
ceed as directed above. 


On Cold Ham: Sprinkle unflavored gelatin 
(use 1Vj teaspoons per cup of liquid) over 
reserved pineapple syrup in a small sauce- 
pan; let stand 5 minutes to soften. Heat, stir- 
ring constantly, until gelatin is dissolved. Pour 
into ice tray and chill until firm. Unmold 
jellied pineapple syrup. Chop finely or cut 
into fancy shapes with miniature canape cut- 
ters. Sprinkle these extra glitter bits over 
. crushed pineapple topping. 


HONEY PECAN YAMS 


2 cam (7 Ib. 1 oz. each) whole yams 
2 tablespoon! butter 
3 tablespoons honey

Drain yams and turn into a 2-quart casse- 


role. Melt butter; stir in honey, cinnamon, 
mace, orange peel, and orange juite. Pour 
over yams, cover and bake in a 325 degree 
oven for 20 minutes. Sprinkle with pecans to 
serve. Makes 8 servings..

For sentimental reiuons, Bcv and 


Italph Kulln of Mount Prospect empha- 
size Swedish traditions In their home ot 
Christmas time. Both hove Swedish an- 
cestors, ami wanted to give their own 
children, Karen, 11, and Tim. 7, some- 
thing special to remember about the holi- 
days. 


Because Christmas Eve and Christmas 


Day arc celebrated with grandparents 
when the traditional Swedish smorgas- 
bord Is served, the Kullns have their own 
llttlo family celebration on Dec. 23. Bcv 
serves potato sausage which she pur- 
chases from a Swedish delicatessen, 
boiled potatoes and carrots, with rice 
pudding for dessert. Later In the evening 
the family snacks on Scandinavian deli- 
cacies such as Sandbakclscr and Sprltz 
Cookies. 


"To be truly authentic, rice pudding 


should be served with dinner, but we pre- 
fer It for dessert," Bcv said. Her method 
is a bit unique; the pudding Is cooked In 
a large, heavy pot rather than baked In 
the oven. Light and fluffy in texture, It is 
served topped with llngonbcrrlcs. This is 
a family favorite all year 'round. 


Sandbakcbcr Is made In Individual 


molds which resemble tiny fluted tart 
pans. Bcv fills them with raspberry jam. 
Her Sprltz dough is very fragile and re- 
sults in a rich and delicate cookie. It 
may be tinted with food coloring, If de- 
sired. 


During the holidays Bcv makes other 


Swedish specialties: a steamed pudding, 
Skorpa and Tortn, all family recipes. 


Made in a plum pudding mold, the 


steamed pudding contains sour cherries 
and raisins and Is spiced with cinnamon, 
nutmeg and molasses. Firm but moist, it 
resembles a dark fruit cake in appear- 
ance. 


"The pudding can be made ahead and 


stored in a cool place," Bcv said. Re- 
heated before serving, it comes out of 
the mold nicely and is delicious served 
with a rich brown sugar sauce." 


Delightful for dunking Is Swedish. 


Skorpa, a very tasty toast. It Is often 
made from stale coffee cake, but Bev 
uses her grandmother's recipe and 
makes Skorpa from scratch. After the 
basic batter is baked, It Is cut In thin 
slices and toasted in the oven. Similar to 
rusk or Zwlebach, sour cream and nuts 
make it much more flavorful. 


An elegant holiday dessert is Swedish 


Tortn, a moist and pudding-like torte 
made In three cake pans. Applesauce Is 
spread between the layers, and the torte 
is frosted with whipped cream. Bev uses 
red and green cherries to decorate the 
lop. 


SWEDISH RICE PUDDING 


V4 gallon milk 
1 cup regular rice 
2 tablespoons sugar 


Dash of salt 


2 egg yolks, beaten slightly

This recipe for Fried Oysters comes 


from Virginia and the flics of a reader 
from Richmond, who says one should 
really have Virginia oysters to enjoy it. 
That's one of the peculiar things about 
oysters, wherever you go, people swear 
the varieties from their particular sea 
area are absolutely the best. 


Regardless of origin, you'll probably 


like oysters prepared this way. Start 
with one quart select (frying) size. Beat 
four eggs lightly In a bowl with one level 
tablespoon salt and one teaspoon pepper. 


Dip oysters out Into a strainer, then 


turn Into a pan half filled with cracker 
meal. Remove oysters onto a pan or tray 
and dip one at a time back Into the beat- 
en eggs. Sift cracker meal to remove 
crumbs, then dip oysters individually 
again In the meal. 


Pat the coated oysters lightly between 


the hands to remove excess meal and 
shape to prevent ragged edges which

Heat two table- 
spoons butter in skillet and brown cakes 
on both sides, without crowding. Add but- 
ter as needed until all are browned. 
Serves six. Great with shoestring po- 
tatoes and cole slaw.

chopped toasted California walnuts. Ar- 
range fruits In a shallow casserole and 
spoon curry-walnut mixture over all. 
Bake at 350 degrees about 45 minutes. 
Serve hot.

Add sugar and cook aboout five minutes 
more. Remove from heat and fold in 
the egg whites and vanilla. 


Pour Into a shallow bowl (to keep pud-

Pinch off small ball of dough and place

Want to prepare a glazed holiday ham 


fit for the most discerning dinner? It's 
easy, according to Gil Gaitan, executive 
chef at Arlington Park Towers Hotel. 
Gaitan recently had opportunity to prove 
his point when he gave a demonstration 
on preparing a glazed ham and deviled 
eggs to members of the Up and Doing 
4-H Club. 


Gaitan began bis informal demonstra- 


tion for the girls by explaining how to 
prepare deviled eggs — like the profes- 
sionals. Using hard-cooked eggs, Gaitan 
told the club members how to rice the 
yolks, adding that they can also be 
forced through a sieve to avoid lumps. 
He recommends using about one pound 
of butter per three dozen egg yolks. 
However, about one third pound (a little 
more than one stick) should be used for 
one dozen quantities. 


THE SOFTENED butter is added to 


the mashed yolks to achieve a creamy 
texture along with a few drops Tabasco 
sauce, dry mustard, Worchestershlre 
sauce, salt and pepper. Seasoning is a 
matter of taste, but it's a good idea to 
start with a small amount, then add 
more until the desired taste Is achieved. 
After seasoning Gaitan advises adding 
enough mayonnaise to the yolks to form 
a smooth, creamy mixture. 


"Then," Instructed the chef, "the eggs 


are ready for filling." He recommends 
using a pastry bag with a decorative 
rosette point for stuffing the egg whites. 


Although this is not absolutely neces- 
sary, the eggs are more attractive than 
when filled with a spoon. 


Nor need you be a professional to 


handle the pastry bag. Under Gaitan's 
direction each of the girls took a turn 
with the pastry bag and many met with 
excellent results. 


With all the eggs properly stuffed, Gai- 


tan turned to the subject of creating a 
professional looking holiday ham. 


HE DEMONSTRATED with a whole, 


fully cooked, bone-in smoked ham. Work- 
ing as'he spoke, Gaitan explained the 
proper way to remove the skin from the 
ham with a "very sharp" boning knife. 
Making quarter Inch deep slashes, Gai- 
tan continued to score the bam in the 
traditional diamond shape design. 


Many cooks try to remove the fat be- 


fore baking, he said. "However, it's 
much easier to wait and remove it after 
the ham's finished baking," he added. 


The scoring completed, Gaitan invited 


the girls to assist him by inserting whole 
cloves into each of the diamonds made 
from the intersecting parallel cuts. 


Studded with cloves the bam was 


ready for baking. If desired, the ham can 
be brushed with prepared mustard at 
this point A fully cooked ham needs only 
to be heated thoroughly in a 350-degree 
oven. A large ham will take about two 
hours, said Gaitan. For more accurate 
cooking times, check a timetable in the 
meat section of your cookbook. 


ABOUT 30 minutes before the end of 


the baking tyme a honey glaze can be 
added. For this, the chef suggests mixing 
four ounces brown sugar, two ounces 
dark syrup and one ounce honey. For a 
shiny, picture-perfect appearance, place 
the honey-topped ham under the broiler a 
few minutes before serving.

mers, because It tastes as good cold as 
hot.

GLAZED HOLIDAY HAM 


Bake your favorite ham, following your 


usual directions. (For instance, if you 
arc baking an 8-pound precooked canned 
ham, place in a shallow baking pan. 
Bake In a preheated slow oven (325 de- 
grees for 2 to 2tt hours, or until ther- 
mometer registers 130 F.). Remove ham 
from oven; increase oven temperature to 
hot (425 degrees); score top surface of 
ham; glaze with about 1 cup of one of the 
following sauces. Return to oven and 
bake for 10 minutes longer or until 
glazed and slightly browned.

The average cost of one pound of bacon decreased three cents from Dec. 


1, but whole, broiler-fryer chickens increased tour cents, according to a 
price survey on Monday. A two-cent decline was noted in the price of 
frozen ocean .perch fillets.

The average price of one-half gallon of milk increased two cents 
this week indicating a six-cent rise since August. 


The cost of celery rose five cents while iceberg lettuce and processed 


tomatoes showed slight declines from a week ago. Average price of 12 
ounces frozen orange juice concentrate was 54 cents on Monday. This is 
double the cost in August. 


Spaghetti increased two cents this week; however, other cereals and dry 


groceries reflects only minor variances. 


Food prices are based on average obtained from four supermarkets on 


Monday of each week to record general price trends.

UL label tells consumer 
product met safety test

Dropping the Iron on tho floor is some- 


thing moat housewives try to ovoid 
doing. But for some people, It's all In a 
day's work. 


And bccauso the engineers at Under- 


writers' Laboratories (UL) drop irons 
and other things a lot, the consumer can 
feel safer In his use — and occasional 
misuse — of most electrical appliances, 
as well as scores of other products. 


Behind the familiar UL label, which in- 


dicates to consumers that an electrical 
appliance has been tested and approved 
for safety by Underwriters' Laboratories, 
stands an organization whose public serv- 
ice began concurrently with the advent 
of electricity in the late 19th century and 
whose activity today extends far beyond 
tho field of electrical technology. 


IT ALL STARTED when the World's 


Fair of 1893, the Columbian Exposition, 
opened in Chicago. The biggest attrac- 
tion was the astonishing Palace of Elec- 
tricity, which displayed the first grand 
scale use of Edison's new discovery. 


But more than a few bugs remained in 


the system of electrical connections, and 
tho Palace was plagued by a series of 
fires. So tho Chicago Boird of Fire Un- 
derwriters, whose members had Insured 
the exposition, sent to Boston for the na- 
tion's leading electrical expert, William 
Henry llfcn-ill. 


Merrill sought out the hazards of the 


Inept wiring, eliminated them and stayed 
on to found Underwriters' Laboratories 
with a $350 investment and two assistant 
technicians. His vision was to provide the 
electrical industry with badly needed 
standards and to protect the public from 
the dangers of fire and electrical shock 
caused by unsafe electrical goods. 


Today, UL has five laboratories whose 


engineers test some 30,000 products a 
year In six technological fields — bur- 
glary protection and signaling; casualty 
and chemical hazards; electrical; fire 
protection; heating, air conditioning and 
refrigeration; and marine. 


A NON-PROFIT organization from the 


outset, UL originally was sponsored by 
the Insurance underwriters, but now 
funds Itself through fees paid by manu- 
facturers for the testing they request. 


More than 13,000 manufacturers submit 


their products to UL for testing, and 
mom than one billion approval labels are 
Usuixi each year. 


UL's corporate headquarters remain in 


Chicago at 207 E. Ohio St., the site of one 
of the early labs, while the corporation's 
largest test facility to located in North- 
brook. Other test stations are located In 
Santa Clara, Calif.; Melville, N.Y.; and 
Tampa, Fla. 


As the city of Chicago began closing In 


on the Ohio Street lab, UL In the 1950s 
moved its fire prevention testing depart- 
ment to the Nortfabrook site, where high 
rise labs accommodate 50-foot flames. 


THERE THE VISITOR may step gin- 


gerly into a dark, bam-like brick struc- 
ture as a Ire bursts out in'the middle of 
tho cement floor. A ghostly figure clad in 
a hooded asbestos coat, gloves, boots and 
mask approaches the flames with a 
home-type fire extinguisher. 


He squirts the fire for long seconds 


without results, then tries a second ex- 
tinguisher. With one puff of smoke, the 
fire to put out. 


In another building, the visitor dons a 


hard hat to see simulated buildings 
which ore subjected to fire to test the 
flnmmabllity 'and strength of construc- 
tion materials used In homes and public 
'buildings. 


Elsewhere, a device with a mechanical 


"arm" opens and closes refrigerator 
doors thousands of times to test for elec- 
trical shocks and endurance. 


A LARGE SHOWER stall has been rig- 


ged up for testing window air condi- 
tioning units. .If the part that projects 
outsido the window produces a shock 
when it gets wet, K could be dangerous 
on rainy days. 


Some of the best safe-crackers around 


work for UL, using blow torches, drills 
and every other modern device to break 
into safes. If they are successful, the 
safe gets a low mark from UL. 


On the same floor, one sees a gas 


pump beliig tested for its electrical wir- 
ing, a shooting range for testing bullet 
resistant glass and an anti-hijacking 
"walk-through" which appears to be giv- 
ing a UL client some difficulty. 


In still other deportments, technicians 


blow up TV sets to make sure screens 
will not shatter into the faces of viewers. 
Fry pans and hair dryers are left on for 
hundreds of hours to test for fire haz- 
ards, while washers and dryers are put 
through their paces to check for elec- 
trical shock. 


UL'S EVER-EXPANDING product 


testing has come about because of in- 
creased public pressure for safety and 
because of the carefully bulk reputation 
UL enjoys among manufacturers. 


Many large retailers today will not 


even consider selling any electrical ap- 
pliances that do not carry UL approval, 
according to UL public relations director 
James Mruk. 


However, Mruk added, manufacturers 


who may or may not be subject to that 
kind of pressure still voluntarily submit 
their products for testing because they 
recognize the technical expertise of UL 
and because they know they will be dealt 
with confidentially as well as impartial- 
ly. 


As an impartial and independent test- 


ing operation, UL neither does any fa- 
vors for any particular manufacturer, 
nor does the corporation release any 
data to tho public. 


FOR THE LATTER policy UL has 


been criticized by consumer organiza- 
tions and by CBS in a recent documenta- 
ry on the flammability of urethane foam. 
(Urethane had been tested by UL and 
found not to be excessively flammable.) 


According to Mruk, UL plans no par- 


ticular public relations effort to counter- 
act this publicity, nor does the corpo- 
ration contemplate any change in Its pol- 
icy of treating all products and test data 
confidentially. 


To change that policy would be to lose 


• the confidence — and the business — of 
many manufacturers, which, UL feels, 
would do more harm than good for the 
public safety.

Being old in America 


Crime finds the elderly easy victims 


EDITOR'S NOTE: This Is another of a 


series of articles about America's elderly 
which appeared throughout 1973.)

The other day In New York a man with 


• knife forced his way into a woman's 
apartment, chased her, hit her, roped 
her and robbed her of $200. 


The woman is 80 years old. 
The Incident to by no means unusual. 


Elderly people in America, often alone, 
often Isolated, usually defenseless, teem 
to be on Increasing target for victimiza- 
tion. 


Forget advanced age. Sentimentality Is 


given no quarter. A 70-year-old woman in 
Washington recently was kicked, buried 
under old clothes and locked in a closet; 
an octogenarian In Philadelphia, earlier 
this year, was held in terror for three 
days by raping, brutalizing youngsters; 
and in Miami an 85-year-old gentleman 
was recently discovered tethered to a 
rope, foraging through garbage cans, be- 
cause of the alleged illegalities of a land- 
lady. 


THE SITUATION, nothing new but 


currently prompting new studies, to an- 
other ghastly illustration of the problems 
that face many who grow old In this 
land 


Carl Cunningham, a Kansas City social 
analyst presently researching crimes 
against the elderly, says the situation 
reminds him of the placards that'once 
appeared in the trenches of World War I: 
"Who's the Next?" Cunningham feels the 
same signs could be hung today in many 
parts of America where old people live.

' The extent of the victimization to not 
recorded.

AMONG THE latter to Prof. Wilbur 


Rykert of the National Crime Prevention 
Institute In Louisville,- Ky. Rykert says 
many police have a gut feeling that old 
people bear an especially high rate of 
urban abuse. "And I think they're right." 
Rykert cites testimony of a Senate sub- 
committee hearing in 1972 which told of 
a study in an urban high-rise apartment: 
"The report was that old people were 800 
per cent more likely to be victimized 
than the general public." 


Whatever the statistics, > however, they 


do not begin to convey the fear and dis- 
illusionment many old people suffer. 
Says one elderly victim of a 1072 Wash- 
ington street robbery: 


"You'd think an old lady could go to' 


the store without trouble. I don't do any- 
body any harm. I was out for some 
bread to all. He knocked tee down and 
stole my purse. He was young. There's 
no respect in kids anymore." 


Indeed, so far as kid criminals are con- 


cerned, .there to no respect. Most crimes 
in America are committed by people 15 
to 25 and it to especially ironic, though 
not surprising, that the young prey In- 
creasingly on tin old George Sunder- 
land, who directs the crime division of 
toe American Association of Retired 


People (5.5 million members), says that 
kids look for easy marks, and old people 
are easiest marks. 


BUT IT IS NOT ONLY the young 


people who show no mercy. Sunderland 
says the third most frequent complaint 
he receives from members concerns to- 
tally adult fraud. For example: 


"In Texas, some guy advertised that 


for $10, he would test people's urine for 
cancer agents. Before he could be 
stopped, he got $15,000 from the ignorant 
and frightened." 


Besides the adult quacks there are the 


adult bunko artists. One of the most 
frequent abuses, says Sunderland, to the 
bank examiner ruse. A man with fake 
Identification approaches an old person 
and says her bank to being investigated 
and would she help. Naturally, she wants 
to help. She withdraws $5,000 and gives it 
to the examiner for reasons about which 
she to not quite clear. He's clear, how- 
ever, and to never seen again. . 


So it goes. But can anything be done to 


reverse this victimization of the aged? 
Traditional *H»*t"g has been •pessimis- 
tic. The popular theory of the 1960s, that 
crime grows out of social unrest thus can 
only be reduced by eliminating social un- 
Mst, to of no help in a society unable to 


get a grip on social unrest And while, as 
Carl Cunningham says, "working with 
the young," to an ultimate answer, it is 
also futuristic and of no help to elderly 
victims now. 


THUS IMMEDIATE solutions are in 


the way of stopgap. The AARP to cur- 
rently conducting extensive educational 
programs In its 1,700 chapters (sample 
information: do not fight a criminal; if 
he wants your money let him have it; 
anything else may escalate the crime 
into something more serious). Cunning- 
ham calls for improved security, in dwell- 
ings of the elderly, special security pa- 
trols and vigilance. 


But perhaps Prof. Rykert has the most 


interesting idea. His institute to currently 
training police officers to be pre-crime 
as well as post-crime specialists. He 
wants to move police away from the 
primary concept of arrest to the primary 
concept of prevention. It to a proposal 
long considered but rarely adopted by 
U.S. law enforcement 


Meanwhile, white the scholars post- 


ulate, the old tremble. "I don't go out at 
all anymore," says the above quoted 
Washington victim. "I lust can't run fast 
enough anymore."

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New laws help tenants 
regain security deposit 
Next on the agenda 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: The following in- 


formation comes from Virginia Knauer, 
special assistant to the President and di- 
rector of the Office of Consumer Af- 
fairs.) 


If you are a consumer who rents a 


house or apartment, you may have had 
to pay a security deposit before moving 
in. 


Don't consider it money down the 


drain, or let anyone convice you there 
is no chance of getting your deposit 
back. 


Under new laws In several states, you 


should be able to pot all or most of your

deposit back if you follow a few simple 
procedures. 


According to the Department of Hous- 


ing and Urban Development (HUD), 13 
states — California, Colorado, Delaware, 
Florida, Hawaii, Illinois, Louisiana, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Minnesota, 


New Jersey, Now York and Pennsylva- 
nia — have passed laws governing secur- 
ity deposits. Generally, these laws re- 
quire a landlord to return security depos- 
its to tenants within a specified time and 
to account for any part of the security 
deposit used for repairs. (Under most 
state laws, if repairs arc needed beyond 
what Is considered "normal wear and 
tear," the landlord can use part or all of 
the security deposit to cover this ex- 
pense.) 


ALSO, THE National Conference of 


Commissioners on Uniform Stale Lows 
has drafted a model "uniform residential 
landlord tenant act." If this suggested 
law were enacted by all states, landlords 
would have 14 days after the tenant has 
moved out to give the tenant an itemized 
list of repair costs. The proposed legisla- 
tion would also set a limit of a month's 
rent as the most a landlord could charge 
as a security deposit 


In addition to these state laws and the 


proposed model law, there are some gen-

eral procedures that you may wish to fol- 
low to insure that all or most of your 
security deposit is returned to you: 


—At the time you pay the security de- 


posit, get a written receipt stating the 
amount of the deposit and the date it was 
paid. 


—At the time you move in, get a writ- 


ten list of existing damages to the apart- 
ment or house from the landlord. If he 
does not give you a list and you see dam- 
ages, you may want to make a list of 
your own. Have the landlord sign the list 
and keep a copy for yourself. (If he 
won't sign it, send him a copy by certi- 
fied mail, "return receipt requested.") 
This document will help you in any dis- 
pute that may arise later; and when you 
move out, you can compare this list with 
any items for which the landlord may try 
to charge you. • 


—Before moving out, ask the rental 


agent or building manager for a list of 
what should be cleaned. This list usually 
includes cleaning the stove and kitchen 
cabinets, defrosting the 
refrigerator, 


cleaning the bathroom and its fixtures 
and washing or vacuuming floors. By fol- 
lowing this list, you will caver yourself 
against claims by the landlord that you 
left the house or apartment hi a dirty 
condition — sometimes the cause for a 
big deduction from your deposit. 


—When you move out, leave your new 


address with the landlord so that he can 
send you your deposit Request that, if 
part of the deposit Is kept for repairs, he 
also should send you an itemized list of 
the repairs and their costs. 


For more information concerning se- 


curity deposits, you may want to contact 
your state or local landlord/tenant com- 
mission, or you may wish to write to the 
National Tenants Organization, 425 13th 
St., N.W., Washington, D.C. 20004.

Rent increases ahead for suburban apartment dwellers 


by LEA TONKIN 


Northwest suburban apartment man- 


agers predict a 2 to 10 per cent boost in 
rental rates for the coming year. And the 
outlook for 1075 is glum for the apart- 
ment dweller: fewer available units and 
rising rents. 


"Owners desperately need ovcry dollar 


they can acquire, to keep buildings up 
and maintain the quality apartments that 
residents want," said William "Don" 
Sally of Arlington Heights, vice president 
of the Balrd & Warner, Inc. property 


management firm. He notes that North- 
west Suburban tenants will not be hit as 
hard by rent boosts as those in Evanston. 
Renters there will experience up to 12 
per cent boosts In rental rates next year, 
he predicts. 


The rising cost of labor, materials and 


taxes account for the coming rent hikes, 
Sally said. He added that fuel supplies 
are limited and Inventories of items such 
as toilets may be depleted shortly. 


"A two per cent Increase Is a nuisance 


increase," he continued. "It's a nuisance 


to receive It, but not high enough to 
cause you to move ... It's a way of 
nibbling at the tenant without getting a 
substantial Increase," 


A RENT BOOST over $20 a month gen- 


erally prods tenants Into looking around 
for another location, he concedes. "The 
tenant always has the option of trying to 
negotiate better terms, and they always 
have the option of moving," said Sally. 


But construction of new apartments 


dwindled this year and is expected to dip 
further In 1974. This will mean fewer 


apartment vacancies, Sally added. 


Richard Kohan, president of the Har- 


bor Management firm, which manages 
apartments in Arlington Heights and 
Hoffman Estates, said, "Most builders 
are postponing their apartment construc- 
tion plans, for a number of reasons, such 
as financing. It's very difficult for a 
builder to make a profit In this market." 
This will mean greater difficulty in locat- 
ing an apartment to suit your needs, he 
said. 


Kohan, who Is president of the Apart- 


ment Council of Metropolitan Chicago, 
said rent boosts from 2'/4 per cent to 10 
per cent can be anticipated next year.

A referendum to determine If residents 


of Adlal Stevenson High School Dist. 125 
want to Join the new Lake County Area 
Vocational Center will be conducted Sat- 
urday, Dec. 22. 


One polling place, Stevenson High 


School in Prairie View, will be used for 
the election. Polls will be open from noon 
to 7 p.m. 


Of the 18 Lake County high school dis- 


tricts, 13 have already voted to levy 
funds to construct and equip on $8.4 mil- 
lion vocational center on or near the 
grounds of the College of Lake County In 
Grayslakc. 


Lake County taxpayers are to raise 40 


per cent of the total cost of building the 
vocational center with the balance to be 
provided by state and federal funds. 


STEVENSON VOTERS will be asked 


to approve a levy not to exceed five 
cents per one hundred dollars of equal- 
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Izcd assessed valuation for a maximum 
of five years. The district plans to levy 
$52,559 the first year and similar sums 
the four succeeding years, according to 
Stevenson Supt. Harold Banser. 


Banscr said he believes the assessed 


valuation of Dist. 125 will Increase each 
year for the next several years. There- 
fore, he said, the rate will undoubtedly 
bo closer to four cents the first year and 
continue to decline each succeeding year. 


The proposed vocational center, sched- 


uled to open In the fall of 1975, will be a 
supplementary high school, containing 
classrooms and equipment for only voca- 
tional education classes. 


The Stevenson school board unani- 


mously favors support of the new facil- 
ity. 


THE VOCATIONAL center will be de- 


signed to accommodate approximately 
1,300 students, but with the use of three" 
different shifts, the building could handle 
up to 3,900 pupils. Adults will be per- , 
nilttcd to enroll in evening courses. 


Only high school juniors and seniors 


will be eligible to attend daytime classes 
at the center.

Paramedic training begins; service by June? 


by JOE FRANZ 


Five members of the Long Grove Fire 


Department will begin paramedic train- 
ing in January and officials are hopeful 
district resident* will be receiving ser- 
vice by next June. 


At present, the department has one 


trained paramedic, but no equipment. In 
order to have a certified program, n 
trained paramedic must be on duty 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. 


Melvin Towncr, chief engineer for the 


department said yesterday the five men 
will begin paramedic training on Jan. 8 
at Condcll Hospital in Libertyvllle. The 
training will continue through March and 
the men will take their examinations in 
May, he said. 


If the men pass the examination and 


become certified paramedics, Towncr 
said the department will have no prob- 
lem providing service on an around-the- 
clock basis. 


THE 
LONG GROVE department, 


which is participating in the program 
along with the Libertyvllle, Mundelein 
and Countryside fire departments, Is 
sending the maximum number of men 
allowed from each unit. Towner said 
Long Grove probably will send more 
men for the next class. 


The men attending the first class are 


Towner, Tony Berg, Kenneth Allison, 
John Cook and David Grupp. All are cer- 
tified emergency medical technicians. 
Martin Kozeluh received 
certification 


from the State of Illinois as a paramedic 
earlier this year. 


The paramedic training program, un- 


der the direction of Dr. Ronald Kllmaltis, 
prepares firemen to handle virtually ev- 
ery type of medical emergency, espe- 
cially heart attacks. The paramedics are 
equipped with special lifesavlng devices, 


including a defibrillator that administers 
an electric shock to restore heartbeat. 


TOWNER SAID his department has 


earmarked funds for paramedic equip- 
ment and will purchase It as soon as its 
men become certified. The equipment 
will cost about $4,000 to $5,000, he said. 


Some radio equipment has already 


been ^stalled in the department's ambu- 
lance, Towner said, which will enable 
firemen to talk directly with doctors at 
the hospital. 


When the paramedic radios are pur- 


chased firemen could send information to 
the hospital pertaining to heartbeat, 
pulse and other vital signs. If necessary, 
a patient could be set up with radio 
equipment that will keep doctors inform- 
ed on the patient's heartbeat. 


ALTHOUGH LONG Grove's paramedic 


program will be based at Condell Hospi- 
tal, Towner said the department will still 
be able to take patients to other nearby 
hospitals. Firemen would then receive In- 


structions over the radio from Condell 
while they are transporting patients. 


Currently residents south of Old Check- 


er Road are the only ones In Buffalo 
Grove who receive paramedic service. 
The Buffalo Grove Fire Department Inc., 
which serves that portion of the village, 
started a paramedic program about a 
year ago. 
* Whether Lake County Buffalo Grove 
residents will benefit from Long Grove's 
program, should it be started, hinges on 


the village's decision on which depart- 
ment will provide fire protection to that 
area. The village board this week in- 
dicated it favors transferring Long 
Grove's area to the Wheeling district 
which employs the Buffalo Grove depart- 
ment. 


Some village officials are hoping this 


transfer can be made prior to June 1. If 
the switch is made to the Wheeling dis- 
trict, the entire village would receive 
paramedic service. 


Long Grove fire officials won't block transfer plan 


Long Grove Fire Department officials 


said yesterday that while they oppose Buf 
falo Grove's plan to transfer from their 
district to the Wheeling Township Rural 
Fire Protection District, they are not 
planning court action to stop the move. 


Tony Berg, a trustee for the district, 


said yesterday, however, the district has 
not considered the matter at an-official 
meeting. The proposal, he said, probably 
will be considered at next month's meet- 
Ing. 


Since no official action has been taken 


by the board, Berg said the situation 
could change at the next meeting. He 
said he could speak only as a trustee and 
not as a representative of the board. 


Berg said he opposes the move because 


be thinks his department can respond 
faster than the Wheeling district to some 
areas in the northern section of Buffalo 
Grove. Fire Chief Edward Deeke told 
The Herald recently if the response time 


to the area Is not improved no transfer 
should be made. 


In addition to the response time, Berg 


said the loss of tax revenue by taking 
away part of its territory could create a 
financial burden on the rest of the dis- 
trict's taxpayers. The Buffalo Grove por- 
tion of the Long Grove department now 
makes up about 40 per cent of the tax 
base. 


BUFFALO GROVE officials have said 


that if the village wants to disannex from 
the Long Grove district it should be done 
before the village makes up more than 
half of the district. After that time, they 
said it would be difficult to prove that 
disannexing was not severely damaging 
the district. If Long Grove could prove 
that to a court, .the transfer could be 
blocked. 
.Berg also said if the Wheeling district 
takes part of his department's territory, 
there would be nothing to prevent it from 
taking more and more land at a later 


time. If the department's land continues 
to be taken by other districts, Berg said 
Long Grove would eventually be unable 
to raise enough tax money to support Its 
operations. 


Buffalo Grove officials have said if the 


village v transfers its entire area to the 
Wheeling district, they would make 
transfer to the district a condition of all 
future village annexations. If that is the 
case, an unincorporated area that is cur- 
rently in the Long Grove district could 
become part of the Wheeling district 
should the village decide to annex it. 


BERG SAID HIS district would not ob- 


ject to losing the area if the village was 
forming a municipal fire department, but 
opposes losing it to another district. 
Some officials said it should make no dif- 
ference to Long Grove since the area 
would be lost to them In either case. 


A special committee, Village Mgr. 


Daniel Larson and now the village board 
has indicated it prefers putting the entire 


village in the Wheeling district. The 
board is expected to vote on the matter 
Monday. 


The board has tentatively chosen the 


switch to the Wheeling district over a 
proposal calling for the formation of new 
fire district comprising all of Buffalo 
Grove. 


Either move would eliminate the pre- 


sent system under which the village is 
protected by three fire departments. It 
would also ensure paramedic service to 
residents of Lake County. 


Currently homes north of Checker 


Road are served by the Long Grove dis- 
trict, while the rest of the homes are 
served by the Wheeling district A por- 
tion of undeveloped area in the village is 
in the Vemon Township Rural Fire Pro- 
tection District.

Bight proposed bicycle routes have 


been drawn up for Prospect Heights. 
Park officials hope to set up the routes 
using Wheeling Township federal reve- 
nue-sharing funds. 


The routes, which were drawn up by a 


committee of the Prospect Heights Park 
Board, are not official yet and could be 
changed radically, according to Ronald 
Grccnbcrg, park director. Three types of 
routes are proposed. 


The first type of route would be the 


easiest to set up, Oreenberg said. It re- 
quires the posting of side roads for use 
by bicyclists. Streets suggested for such 
posting are Elm Street, Maple-Hillside 
Avenue between Camp McDonald and 
Willow roads, and Chester Lane-Brook 
Road-Maple Line between Euclid Ave- 
nue and Camp McDonald Road. 


THE SECOND TYPE of routes would 


follow major roads, but be on pavement 
or gravel alongside the roads. However, 
Greenberg said these may never come to 
be If easement problems develop. The 
four stretches of road proposed for this 
type bike route are Camp McDonald 
Road between Patricia Lane and Schoen- 
beck Road, Willow Road between Wheel- 
Ing Road and Waterman Avenue, Schoen- 
beck Road between Camp McDonald 
Road and Stonegate Drive, and Wheeling 
Road between Camp McDonald Road 
and a point north of Palatine Road.

completely away from any roads and the

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Rent increases ahead for suburban apartment dwellers 


by LEA TONKIN 


Northwest suburban apartment man- 


agers predict a 2 to 10 per cent boost In 
rental rates for Iho coming year. And the 
outlook for 1073 Is glum for the apart- 
ment dweller: fewer available units and 
rising rents. 


"Owners desperately need every dollar 


they can acquire, to keep buildings up 
»nd maintain the quality apartments that 
.residents want," said William "Don" 
Sally of Arlington Heights, vice president 
of the Balrd & Warner, Inc. property 


management firm. He notes that North- 
west Suburban tenants will not be hit as 
hard by rent boosts as those In Evanston. 
Renters there will experience up. to 12 
per cent boosts in rental rates next year, 
ho predicts. 


The rising cost of labor, materials and 


taxes account for the coming rent hikes, 
Sally said. He added that fuel supplies 
arc limited and inventories of items such 
as toilets may be depicted shortly. 


"A two per cent Increase Is a nuisance1 


Increase," he continued. "It's a nuisance 


to receive it, but not high enough to 
cause you to move ... It's a way of 
nibbling at 'the tenant without getting a 
substantial Increase." 
. A RENT BOOST over $20 a month gen- 
erally prods tenants into looking around 
for another location, he concedes. "The 
tenant always has the option of trying to 
negotiate better terms, and they always 
'. have the option of moving," said Sally. 


But construction of new apartments 


dwindled this year and is expected to dip 
further in 1974. This will mean fewer 


apartment vacancies, Sally added. 


Richard Kohan, president of the Har- 


bor Management firm, which manages 
apartments in Arlington Heights and 
Hoffman Estates, said, "Most builders 
are postponing their apartment construc- 
tion plans, for a number of reasons, such 
as financing. It's. very difficult for a 
builder to make a profit In this market." 
This will mean greater difficulty in locat- 
ing an apartment to suit your needs, he 
said. 


Kohan, who is president of the Apart- 


ment Council of Metropolitan Chicago, 
said rent boosts from 2V4 per cent to 10 
per cent can be anticipated next year. 
The condition of the building and the 
strength of the local market will deter- 
mine the size of the increase, he said. 


A SPOKESMAN for the Quinlan & Ty- 


son* management division in Evanston 
said the company will issue notices of 
apartment rental boosts this month and 
in January. The 2-10 per cent range Is a 
"pretty good figure, but 2 per-cent is a 


little low," the spokesman said of rent 
increases. 


Karl Nagel, chairman of the Keepper- 


Nagel, Inc., management firm In Lake 
Forest, said Wednesday "In order to 
meet the increases in expenses we're 
getting, we're talking about a minimum 
5 to 10 per cent Increase next year." The 
cost of utilities, supplies and taxes Is ris- 
ing rapidly, he said. Na gel's firm mtn- 
ages Mill Creek apartments in Palatine.

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City interested 
in annexation 
of tollway oasis 


by STEVE BROWN 


The proposed annexation of a trucking 


company to DCS Plaines has prompted 
city officials to suggest the possibility of 
annexing the DCS Plaines Oasis on the 
Northwest Tollway. 


The tollway oasis, which Includes a 


restaurant and two gas stations, could 
produce thousands of dollars in sales tax 
revenue for the city If the property could 
bo annexed. 


DCS Plaines Planning and Zoning di- 


rector Michael Richardson said he. has 
considered the possibility of the annexa- 
tion and said he may recommend the 
proposal be investigated by the city 
council. 
, 


The city1 has annexed several parcels 


of land which Include portions of the 
stale-owned and operated tollway in re- 
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cent years to acquire property south of 
the tollway within the city. 


RICHARD BLAKLEY, executive ad- 


ministrator of the tollway authority, said 
no section of the tollway could be an- 
nexed without the permission of the au- 
thority. He said frequently annexations 
are allowed so that municipalities can 
extend their boundaries which would oth- 
erwise be blocked by the highway. 


Blakley said the municipalities could 


not levy any property tax on the oasis 
facility. 


"I Imagine that any tax revenue, such 


as sales tax, that is generated by the 
oasis would be directed to the. municipal- 
ity, if they were annexed," he said. 


Local towns rcclcve 1 cent of the 5-cent 


sales tax levy on all merchandise sold in 
the state. 


Blakley said he did not know if any of 


the tollway's oasis had been annexed by 
any local municipalities. 


RICHARDSON SAID he thought of the 


possible tollway annexation after review- 
ing a voluntary annexation petition 
which had been submitted by Niedert 
Motor Service Inc., 2300 S. Mount Pros- 
pect Rd. The property is south of the toll- 
way and on the west side of Mount Pros- 
pect Road. 


The city council will be asked to con- 


sider the annexation petition at its meet- 
ing Monday. In addition to the petition, 
company officials have asked permission 
of the city to allow the company to tap 
onto the city water system before the an- 
nexation is completed. 


The city council will be required to an- 


nex a portion of Mount Prospect Road 
about 40 feet wide in order to take in the 
trucking company property because both 
the tollway and a Chicago and North 
Western Ry. right-of-way seperate the 
. current city limits from the land. 


A spokesman for the Illinois State Toll 


Authority said it would be difficult to es- 
timate how much Highway sales tax rev- 
enue the restaurants and other facilities 
at the oasis would generate.

combine .with four North Shore high 
school districts if the Illinois Community 
College Board accepts the most-recent 
recommendation from its staff at a meet 
ing tomorrow. '

On Nov. 16 the staff-of the state board 


said the North Shore should annex to 
Oakton, but last week it changed its 
mind and tomorrow will advocate a new 
college for the four North Shore high 
school' districts, Evanston,' Glenbrook, 
Highland Park-Deerfield, and New Trier.. 


If the state board'creates the North 


Shore college and its decision becomes 
law next.August, Oakton will retain its 
present boundaries and will have, to lo- 
cate ' its permanent campus -somewhere 
in Maine or Niles township. Two sites hi 
the district are now receiving prime con- 
sideration from Oakton officials, the tem- 
.porary. .campus, at 7800 .N. Nagle Ave., 
Morton Grove, and a site on Central 
: Road in unincorporated Maine Township.; 


OAKTON OFFICIALS had been con- 


ducting studies of'possible sites in the 
North Shore area hoping to locate the 
campus- there since more open land is 
available. The Oakton board of trustees 
'sent a letter to the state board in October 
asking them to annex tin North Shore 


area to Oakton's district. Citizens' com- 
mittees on the North Shore, however, 
have asked the state to create a new col- 
lege for them. 


In a prepared statement to be pre- 


sented to the state board tomorrow, staff 
members of the state board say they are 
now recommending a North Shore col- 
lege after they "held a public meeting in 
the'North Shore area and received nu- 
merous phone calls and considerable cor- 
respondence from members of the study 
group and citizens, of the North Shore 
area." 


ONE OF THE reasons the staff gave 


for advocating annexation hi the first 
place was that it "would relieve the pre- 
sent problem of site acquisition for Oak- 
ton." 


In stating its reasons for creation of a 


North Shore college, the staff says, "A 
new community college need not weaken 
existing community colleges hi the area 
but may help to strengthen them by the 
development of strong cooperative pro- 
grams and unproved educational 
ser- 


vices to all the citizens hi the area." 


The state board is expected to act on 


Its staff recommendation when it meets 
tomorrow in Chicago. A-series of public 
hearings may follow the state's decision, 
residents of the North Shore may pass a 


referendum to annex to Oakton or a ref- 
erenlum to stay out of any college dis- 
trict, or the state board may again 
change its mind before its decision be- 
comes final next August.

Your tree will keep better if placed in 


a bucket of water in a cool area, shel- 
tered from the wind.

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Rent increases ahead for suburban apartment dwellers 


by LEA TONKIN 


Northwest suburban apartment man- 


agers predict a 2 to 10 per cent boost In 
rental rates for the coming year. And the 
outlook for 1975 Is glum for the opart- 
men*, dweller: fewer available units and 
rising rents. 


"Owners desperately need every dollar 


they can acquire, to keep buildings up 
and maintain the quality apartments that 
residents want," said William "Don" 
Sally of Arlington Heights, vice president 
of (ho Balrd & Warner, Inc. property 


management firm. Mo notes that North- 
west Suburban tenants will not be hit as 
hard by rent boosts as those in Evanston. 
Renters there will experience up to 12 
per cent boosts In rental rates next year, 
lie predicts. 


The rising cost of labor, materials and 


taxes account for the coming rent hikes, 
Sally said. He added that fuel supplies 
arc limited and inventories of items such 
as toilets may be depleted shortly. 


"A two per cent Increase Is a nuisance 


Increase," he continued. "It's a nuisance 


to receive It, but not high enough to 
cause you to move ... It's a way of 
nibbling at the tenant without getting a 
substantial Increase." 


A RENT BOOST over |20 a month gen- 


erally prods tenants into looking around 
for another location, he concedes. "The 
tenant always has the option of trying to 
negotiate better terms, and they always 
have the option of moving," said Sally. 


But construction of new apartments 


dwindled this year and is expected to dip 
further In 1974. This will mean fewer 


apartment vacancies, Sally added. 


Richard Kohan, president of the Har- 


bor Management firm, which manages 
apartments in Arlington Heights and 
Hoffman Estates,' said, "Most builders 
are postponing their apartment construc- 
tion plans, for a number of reasons, such 
as financing. It's very difficult for a 
builder to make a profit in this market." 
This will mean greater difficulty in locat- 
ing an apartment to suit your needs, he 
sold. 


Kohan, who Is president of the Apart- 


ment Council of Metropolitan Chicago, 
said rent boosts from 2H per cent to 10 
per cent can be anticipated next year. 
The condition of the building and the 
strength of the local market will deter- 
mine the size of the Increase, he said. 


A SPOKESMAN for the Quintan & Ty- 


son management division in Evanston 
said the company will issue notices of 
apartment rental boosts this month and 
in January. The 2-10 per cent range is a 
"pretty good figure, but 2 per cent is a 


little low," the spokesman said of rent 
increases. 


Karl Nagel, chairman of the Keepper- 


Nogel, Inc., management firm in Lake 
Forest, said Wednesday "In order to 
meet the increases in expenses we're 
getting, we're talking about a minimum 
5 to 10 per cent increase next year." The 
cost of utilities, supplies and taxes is ris- 
ing rapidly, he said. Nagel's firm man- 
ages Mill Creek apartments in Palatine.;;

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Devon-53 goes 
back to village 
plan commission

In a surprise move, the controversial 


Dcvon-53 housing project has been re- 
ferred back to village plan commission- 
ers who are expected to work with the 
developers In arranging a new plan. 


Village President Charles Zcttck an- 


nounced at Tuesday's board meeting that 
ho had been contacted by the developers 
and they were willing to meet with tho 
plan commission. 


Robert DiLconardl, attorney for the de- 


velopers, had no comment yesterday on 
Zettck's statement. 


DiLconardl said he, the developers and 


the planner will meet within a few days 
to discuss the project. He said the group 
may approach the village after the meet- 
ing. 
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None of the four developers was avail- 


able for comment yesterday. 


LAST WEEK, the plan commission 


told the village board the group was will- 
ing to work with the developers on a new 
proposal for the 267-acre project. William 
Shannon, commission chairman, said the 
group maintained Its original position of 
opposing a high-density development for 
the site. 


Tho commissioners would not give spe- 


cific recommendations for density, but 
Indicated a density of 10 living units- per 
acre would be a maximum unless the 
project was unusually well planned and 
offeied a good reason for a higher den- 
sity. 


Yesterday Shannon said ho was, "look- 


Ing forward to working with them (tho 
developers) and speeding this to a con- 
clusion that would be equitable to all." 


PAUL FUCIIS; 1288 Aldrin Tr., chair- 


man of the Citizens of Elk Grove Op- 
posed to Devon-53, said, "I'm satisfied 
that they're (the plan commission and 
the developers) getting together and get- 
ting this off dead center." 


Fuchs said his group would attend any 


meetings between the plan commission 
and tho developers. 


"We'll keep an eye on them and see 


what they do. I'm hoping for tho best 
now, but we'll see what happens," he 
said. 


Zottck said the developers did not dis- 


cuss specific density changes, but he told 
them of the plan commission's position. 
He said the developers indicated they 
were willing to talk with the plan com- 
missioners. 


FUCIIS SAID he was concerned at the 


idea that the developers would consider a 
density of "about 10 units per acre." 


"I want to see what this means," he 


said. 


Fuchs said, "I'm glad something Is 


being done about the project. Somebody 
had to make a decision and somebody 
had to do something." 


Fuchs and Mark Muscarello, attorney 


for the citizens' group, attended the 
board meeting when Zettek made his an- 
nouncement. 


Tho housing project had been tabled 


for several weeks by the village board. 
Tuesday's action returns the requested 
annexation and zoning changes made by 
the developers back to the plan commis- 
sion. 


THE VOTE to refer the request to the 


commission was unanimous. 


Dcvon-53 was originally a high density 


project submitted by the four developers 
working under a common plan. 


After months of study and revlew.-ln- 


cludlng two public heatings, the plan 
commission submitted a report recom- 
m e n d l n g denial of the annexation 
request. 


Several citizen's petitions were also 


presented against tho project. 


AFTER THE plan commission report 


was presented to the village board, the 
developers and board met to suggest a 
modification in the project. The devel- 
opers proposed talcing 80 acres from the 
project and developing it as office use 
rather than housing. 


At a closed meeting in November, the 


board met and decided to offer the devel- 
opers zoning permitting 10 to 15 units per 
acre. The plan commission later objected 
to the proposal, saying the project should 
be a planned unit development in order 
to give the village more control.

Mary's attempt at wall art started last

Glass-recycling program in jeopardy 


The glass-recycling program of Elk 


Grove Village may be discontinued un- 
less public cooperation increases. 


At Tuesday's village board meeting, 


the trustees granted a one-month exten- 
sion of the program to permit a "Recycl- 
ing Education Month" suggested by the 
Junior Woman's Club'of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


The recycling center, located behind 


Village Hall 901 Wellington' Ave.," was 
originally started as a joint project of the 
Elk Grove Jaycees, tho high school 
Ecology Club and the Junior Woman's 
Club. The center was later turned over to 
the village. 


RECENTLY, LOADS of glass for re- 


cycling have been rejected by the manu- 
facturers 
because of contamination. 


Glass has been placed in the collection 
bins with re-sealable tops, caps, labels 


and other Items still attached to the bot- 
tles. These contaminants increase the 
cost of recycling glass and'zaake the op- 
eration unprofitable. 


In an effort to reduce contamination, 


hours for the recycling center were re- 
duced to Saturdays only so a supervisor 
could be present. Before the hours were 
cut back residents could place items in 
the center at any time. 


When supervision of'the reduced hours 


failed, to stop the contamination problem, 
the village considered closing the glass 
recycling, but delayed-action until the 
three clubs had time to comment.

The Junior Woman's Club was the only 


one to respond. 
.MARIE E. BINGHAM, conservation 
chairman of the club, said at Tuesday's 
meeting that supervision-would not be 
successful without the cooperation ofthe- 


resldents. She presented a four-point 
plan calling for:

Month." 


• Submitting weekly news articles de- 


scribing the operation and problems of 
the center. 


• Distributing flyers and other mate- 


rial on the center.

If the'educational program fails, the 


junior woman's club recommends that 
the glass recycling operation be dis- 
continued. 


To assist In solving the problems of the 


operation, the club has obtained the ser- 
vices of a Coca-Cola Bottling Co. official. 


Newspapers are also recycled at the 


center. If glass recycling should be dis- 
continued, residents will still be able to 
discard newspapers at the center as 
there have been no problems in this 
area,

The floor plans are reproduced on color slides. While the

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Rent increases ahead for suburban apartment divellers 


by LEA TONKIN 


Northwest suburban apartment man- 


agers predict a 2 to 10 per cent boost In 
rental rates for the coming year. And the 
outlook for 1073 Is glum for the apart- 
ment dweller: fewer available units and 
rising rents. 


"Owners desperately need every dollar 


they con acquire, to keep buildings up 
and maintain the quality apartments that 
residents want," said William '•Don" 
Sally of Arlington Heights, vice president 
of the Balrd & Warner, Inc. property 


management firm. He notes that North- 
west Suburban tenants will not be hit as 
hard by rent boosts as those in Evanston. 
Renters there will experience up to 12 
per cent boosts In rental rates next year, • 
he predicts. 


The rising cost of labor, materials and . 


taxes account for the coming rent hikes, - 
Sally said. He added that fuel supplies 
are limited and inventories of items such' 
as toilets may be depleted shortly. 


"A two per cent increase is a nuisance 


Increase," he continued. "It's a nuisance 


to receive it, but not high enough to 
cause you to move ..-.-It's .a-way of 
nibbling at the tenant without getting a 
substantial increase." . 


A RENT BOOST over $20 a month gen- 


erally-prods tenants into looking •around 
for another location; ,h'e concedes, '.'The 
tenant always has'the option of trying to 
negotiate' better terms, and they always 
have'the option of moving," said Sally. 


But construction .of new apartments 


dwindled this year and is expected to dip 
further in 1974.

Youngsters from Winston Knolls for 


the most part attend Hunting Ridge 
school. However, because of over- 
crowded conditions, sixth-graders are at 
Willow Bend School and first-graders are 
attending Pleasant Hill.

Five members of the Long Grove Fire 


Department will begin paramedic train- 
Ing In January and officials are hopeful 
district resident* will be receiving ser- 
vice by next June. 


At present, the department has one 


trained paramedic, but no equipment. In 
order to havo a certified program,- a 
trained paramedic must be on duty 24 
hours a day, seven days n week. 


Molvln Towncr, chief engineer for the 


department said yesterday the five men 
will begin paramedic training on Jan. 8 
at Condcll Hospital In Llbertyvllle. The 
(raining will continue through March and 
the men will take their examinations In 
May, ho said. 


If the men pass the examination and 


become certified paramedics, Towoer 
said the department will have no prob- 
lem providing service on an around-the- 
clock basis. 


T H E LONG GROVE department, 


which Is participating in the program 
along with the UbortyvUle, Mundeleio 
and Countryside fire departments, is 
sending the maximum number of men 
allowed from each unit. Towner said 
Long Grove probably will send more 
men for the next class. 


The men attending the first class are- 


Towner, Tony Berg, Kenneth Allison, 
John Cook and David Grupp. All are cer- 
tified emergency medical technicians. 
Martin Kozcluh received certification 
from the State of Illinois as a paramedic 
earlier this year. 


The paramedic training program, un- 


der the direction of Dr. Rrnald Kllmaltls, 
prepares firemen to handle virtually ev- 
ery type of medical emergency, espe- 
cially heart attacks. The paramedics are 
equipped with special llfcsaving devices, 
Including a dcflbrlllalor that administers 
an electric shock to restore heartbeat. 


TOWNER SAID his department has 


earmarked funds for paramedic equip- 
ment and will purchase It as soon as Its 
men become certified. The equipment 
will cost about 14,000 to $3,000, ho said. 


Some radio equipment has already 


been Installed in the department's ambu- 
lance, Towncr said, which will enable 
firemen to talk directly with doctors at 
the hospital. 


When the paramedic radios ore pur- 


chased firemen could send Information to 
the hospital pertaining to heartbeat, 
pulse and other vital signs. If necessary, 
n patient could be set up with radio 
equipment that will keep doctors inform- 
ed on the patient's heartbeat. 


ALTHOUGH LONG Grove's paramedic 


program will be based at Condcll Hospi- 
tal, Towncr said the department will still 
bo able to take patients to other nearby 
hospitals. Firemen would then receive in- 
structions over the radio from Condell 
white they arc transporting pntlents. 


Currently residents south of Old Check- 


er Road are the only ones In Buffalo 
Grove who receive paramedic service. 
The Buffalo Grove Fire Department Inc., 
which serves that portion of the village, 
started a paramedic program about a 
year ago. 


Whether Lake County Buffalo Grove 


residents wilt benefit from Long, Grove's 
program, should It bo started, hinges on 
tho village's decision on which depart- 
ment will provide fire protection to that 
area. The village board this week In- 
dicated It favors transferring Long 
Grove's area to the Wheeling district 
which employs the Buffalo Grove depart- 
ment. 


Some village officiate are hoping this 


transfer can be made prior to June 1. If 
tho switch is made to the Wheeling dis- 
trict, the entire village would receive 
paramedic service.

'GoocP golf season 


wasn't so lucrative 


Less rain meant more golfers for the Palatine Hills Golf 


Course this season. But by the time the Palatine Park Dis- 
trict subtracted its extra maintenance costs for upkeep, the 
course brought in just $500 more than during last year's rain- 
drenched season. 


In 1972, the course was hit hard with rain during the peak 


golfing months of July, August and early September. As a 
result, tho Palatine Park District had little upkeep costs and 
realized $11,510 more in revenue than in expenditures. 


This year, the course brought In a record-nigh $183,000 in 


revenue, with 2,240 more rounds of golf played in 1973 than in 
1972. Compared to the 1972 season, the park district received 
1054 per cent more in revenue this year and paid out 8 per 
cent more in expenses and upkeep. 


Rain is "certainly one of the biggest factors" in the golf 


course budget, Palatine Park District Director Fred P. Hall 
said. Wet weather during the early months of this season, in 
May and June, may have meant fewer season pass sales in 
what turned out to be a good golfing summer, weatherwise. 


IN mi, WHICH Hall described as a dry season, 41,130 


rounds of golf were played at the Palatine Hills course. The 
following year, 1972,34,960 rounds were played, and this year, 
37,200 rounds were played on the local course. 


Both revenue and expenditures are below the budgeted 


amounts set by the board for 1973. Revenue from the course 
came in $12,000 under the district's budget of $195,000. 


The season's Income was "good, but still not what we hoped 


for," Hall said. The district has a goal of an annual $20,000 
surplus to make the course actually pay for itself. That 
$20,000 Is Included in the budgeted expenditures at the begin- 
ning of the year to ensure that the district will meet the 
principal and interest, depreciation and replacement accounts 
from bonds sold to purchase the golf course.

Voters approved purchase of the course in a 1965 park dis- 


trict referendum.

Park district board members will meet Monday night to 


discuss the 1974 golf course budget, in an adjourned meeting 
at the Palatine Hills clubhouse at 7:30 p.m.

Gonzales said the single family town- 


houses would be built around the per- 
imeter of the complex as a buffer to the 
single-family homes in Palatine near the 
site. The higher density units would be 
located in the center of the complex. 


Buildings housing the townhouse units 


would probably be about two to three sto- 
ries high, Gonzales said. About 60 to 65 
per cent of the land would be designated 
as open space, he added. 


THE ENTIRE project would take three 


to five years to complete, he said. 


During the presentation, Aid. Thomas 


Scanlan (1st) told the developers he was 
"enthused about the use of the land" and 
called the project "unique.'1 


The plan must be reviewed by the spe- 


cial zoning commission before it goes to 
the city council for a final decision. 
Plans presented last night were prelimi- 
nary, Baslk told the commission, and fi- 
nalized proposals would be presented in 
a subsequent meeting with the commis- 
sion.

Rent increases ahead for suburban apartment dwellers 


by LEA TONKIN 


Northwest suburban apartment man- 


agers predict a 2 to 10 per cent boost In 
rental rates for tho coming year. And the 
outlook for 1075 Is glum for the apart- 
ment dweller: fewer available units and 
rising rents. 


"Owners desperately need every dollar 


they can acquire, to keep buildings up 
and maintain the quality apartments that 
residents want," said William "Don" 
Sally of Arlington Heights, vice president 
of the Balrd & Warner, Inc. property 


management firm. He notes that North- 
west Suburban tenants will not be hit as 
hard by rent boosts as those In Evanston. 
Renters there will experience up to 12 
per cent boosts In rental rates next year, 
he predicts. 


Tho rising cost of labor, materials and 


taxes account for the coming rent hikes, 
Sally said. He added that fuel supplies 
arc limited and Inventories of items such 
as toilets may be depleted shortly. 


"A two per cent Increase is a nuisance 


increase," he continued. "It's a nuisance 


to receive It, but not high enough to 
cause you to move ... It's a way of ~ 
nibbling at the tenant without getting a 
substantial increase," 


A RENT BOOST over $20 a month gen- 


erally prods tenants into looking around 
for another location, he concedes. "The 
tenant always has the option of trying to 
negotiate better terms, and they always 
have the option of moving," said Sally. 


But construction of new apartments 


dwindled this year and Is expected to dip 
further in 1074. This will mean fewer 


apartment vacancies, Sally added. 


Richard Kohan, president of the Har- 


bor Management firm, which manages 
apartments In .Arlington Heights and 
Hoffman Estates, said, "Most builders 
are postponing their apartment construc- 
tion plans, for a number of reasons, such 
as financing.

Cobblestone side- 
walks, parking, landscaping, swimming 
pools and other recreational features 
would bo Included. 


The project Is designed to accom- 


modate 13.5 persons per acre and would 
bo of a low-rise character to provide a 
"residential atmosphere," according to 
Benjamin i~. Gonzales, an Arizona archi- 
tect designing the planned village. 


PRICES FOR the units have not been 


established, Gonzales said, but he added 
they would be "comparable to the better- 
priced markets." 


The plans presented last night were the 


first for the property which received fa- 
vorable reception from city officials.

Alderman objects; calls act 'illegal' 
City refunds police money to parks 


The Rolling Meadows City Council, 


despite vocal opposition from 
Aid. 


Thomas Scanlan (1st), has voted to re- 
fund $10,000 to'the Rolling Meadows 
Park District for police patrol of parks. 


The service, in which city police enforce 


park ordinances as well as city ordi- 
nances on park property, will continue at 
no cost to the district. 
• • 


At the same time the council, action 


has all but killed chances,for serious ef- 
forts to begin to abolish the park district 
as a separate taxing body and making it 
part of the city government. 


Scanlan, who has called for the dis- 


solution of the park district, conceded af- 
ter the city council meeting Tuesday that 
It would be fruitless to pursue dissolution 
talk in light of the council vote. 
. 


"We can't expect them to abolish if we" 


give them money. But 'we're acting Ille- 
gally." He charged that subsidizing an- 
other taxing body with city monies was 
Illegal and a violation of the taxpayers' 
trust. 


"Are we. here to deceive the people? 


Do we have to deceive people when we 
do things? What we should be doing is 
returning that money to-the taxpayer 
and if the park district needs more mon-. 
ey, the taxpayer should decide through a 
referendum. But you know what would 
happen with a referendum..It would nev- 
er pass." 


SCANLAN'S COMMENTS came after 


the dty council agreed by a 7-3 vote to 
return $5,000 already paid by the'park 
district and valve-another $5,000 pay- 
ment due Jan. 1. The arrangement had 


been worked out in March between park 
and city officials. 


Prior to the contract, the district had 


employed private security agents to en- 
force park laws on park property. 


Only Aid. William Ahrens (2nd) and 


Aid. Stephen'Eberhard'(3rd) supported 
Scanlan's stand., 


The vote on the move came at the rec- 


ommendation of Aid. Kenneth Retzke 
(5th) who said the district was in need of 
finances because of unexpected legal ex- 
penses incurred in a law suit with the 
Salt. Creek Park District over taxing 
control of an Industrial park. 


RETZKE SAID the city has helped the 


school districts and library district in the 
past but has always refused help to the 
park. "This would be an indication by 
the city that we are willing to help them 
out at a time when they have come to us 
and said 'we need help.'" 


But Scanlan, who has also opposed sub- 


sidies to the library board, said the ac- 
tion would be justified because of what 
he called "mismanagement of funds" in 
the district. 


"I just don't feel we're administering 


the park district properly," he charged. 
"We deceive the taxpayer when we say 
'don't go to a referendum, we'll provide 


the extra funds.' I don't believe in that 
form of misappropriating money." 


HE SAID CITY control of the park dis- 


trict would "keep them out of the kind of 
problems they've been getting Into. I 
think we could use our ingenuity to effect 
the kind of economics that are required 
to run our park district on the funds that 
are made available to it" 


City control of the park district would 


also eliminate fragmentary protective 
districts from being formed, he added. 


But when a vote was taken to move the 


question to a vote, Scanlan was outvoted 
and subsequently lost the battle to block 
the refund. 


Go-ahead given to 'open? school plan 


Plans for a new school without class- 


room doors and a limited number of 
walls were given preliminary approval 
by the Palatine-Rolling Meadows School 
Dist. 15 board last night. 


The board directed the administration 


to proceed to develop architectural plans 
for a new building following educational. 
guidelines that were presented at a com- 
mittee of the-whole-meeting just before 
the regular board meeting. 
•No decision was made on a site for the 
new school. 


The new school will have six classroom 


areas. Each classroom area can be sepa- 
rated into five classrooms by movable 
partitions. 


Marion Omiatek, asst. superintendent 


of instruction, said the new concept 


would allow for flexibility and variety. 
He said many different types of teaching 
techniques, including team teaching and 
large group instruction, could be used. 


Some board members indicated a re- 


luctance to accept the new concept with- 
out study. However, Deputy Supt. Joseph 
Kiszka said the board would have anoth- 
er chance to make a final decision re- 
garding the school as planning continues. 


THE PLANS WILL go back to the 


board before final plans for the school 
are consolidated, he said. 


The school would be constructed with 


funds approved in a 1971 referendum. At 
that time, voters accepted a $3.6 million 
referendum to build two elementary 
schols. One of the schools would be in 
the western part of the district and the 


other in the northern area. 


Developments are being planned In 


both areas of the district at the present 
time. The largest amount of development 
appears to be in the western area, which 
includes the recently-approved Westbury 
development 


Westbury, with over 5,000 units, would 


include approximately 400 homes. If no 
other school .was built, these students 
would be attending Hunting Ridge 
School, which is presently somewhat 
overcrowded. 


Youngsters from Winston Knolls for 


the most part attend Hunting Ridge 
school. However, because of over-, 
crowded conditions, sixth-graders an at 
Willow Bend School and firstrgraders an 
attendin&Pleasant Hill.

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Field trips cut 
by shortage of 
gas for buses 


Field trips In Palatine-Rolling Mead- 


ows School Dlst IS have been limited bo- 
cause of a 10 per cent reduction in gaso- 
line deliveries for the district's buses. 


Supt. Frank Whltclcy said that all long 


field trips, such as visits to Chicago mu- 
seums, have been cut out of the educa- 
tional program. Shorter field trips, in- 
cluding those to area nature centers, will 
bo continued, ho said. 


No plans now are being made to alter 


bus transportation routes to and from 
schools. Transportation director Walter 
Tlnsley said the fuel situation was "ade- 
quate" to handle day-to-day busing of 
students. 


He said the district is now receiving 


only 14,000 gallons of gasoline monthly. 
During the summer, the district had con- 
tracted for about 18,000 gallons a month 
for the 1973-74 school year. 


WHETHER THE fuel situation will 


continue to be "adequate" is another 
question. Tlnsley said the school district 
doesn't know how much fuel they will 
receive in January. 


A spokesman for Atlantic Richfield In 


Oak Brook, which supplies the school dis- 
trict, said he didn't know what the future 
would bring. At the present time, he 
said, the company Is treating all custom- 
ers equally and not giving any sort of 
preference to school districts. 


The spokesman said all gas deliveries 


had been cut by about 10 per cent. "Next 
month, the deliveries might be only 85 
per cent, or It might bo 100 per cent," he 
said. "We don't know." No plans are 
being made to give schools preference on 
gasoline deliveries. 


IF FUEL allocations arc cut any more, 


Tlnsloy said, the district will reroute and 
consolidate bus routes to save on gas. 
Pay transportation provided for approxi- 
mately one fifth of the 6,100 students bus- 
ed dally, will be stopped. Students who 
pay for transportation live within walk- 
Ing distances of schools, defined by the 
state aa 1H miles. 


"That's about it," he said. If things get 


worse, "we'll get them to school if we 
have to rent a few horses," Tinsley said.

Has Parker quit 
zoning board? 
Reports conflict

Conflicting reports on the resignation 


of Russell W. Parker, chairman of 
Schaumburg's zoning board of appeals, 
reached The Herald yesterday. 


According to several reliable sources, 


Mayor Robert 0. Atchcr has refused to 
accept Parker's resignation, reportedly 
submitted in connection with village 
board approval of Leo N. Romano's con- 
Irovcrsial Outer Planets project. 


Parker, a zoning board member for 


more than six years, refused to comment 
following Tuesday night's approval of an- 
nexation and zoning for the development. 


"Any resignation will be announced by 


the mayor," he said. 


A SPOKESMAN for Atchcr said yes- 


terday that reports of Parker's resigna- 
tion are "not true."

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"The mayor has not received a resig- 


nation from Mr. Parker. But in the event 
ho docs, the mayor would feel great'sor- 
row because of the significant contribu- 
tions Mr. Parker has made to the vil- 
lage," the spokesman said.

tion contend that Parker has agreed to 
remain on the zoning board "for the time 
being." 


In approving the Romano plan, which 


calls for development of a more than 200- 
acrc futuristic city at 1-90 and Higgins 
Road, the village board overturned a 
zoning board recommendation to deny 
zoning and annexation. 


ANIMOSITY developed between Park- 


er and Romano when, during zoning 
board hearings, the Arlington Heights de- 
veloper, in the board's opinion, failed to 
present specific details of the project. 


Trustees have privately admitted to 


doubts about the project materializing, 
but agree that it Is preferable to have the 
land within the village for control pur- 
poses. 


The plan was approved in a 5-to-l vote 


with only Trustee Denis Ledgcrwood dis- 
senting. 


Lcdgerwood said he feels the concept 


Is imaginative but he does not believe 
Romano will be able to obtain necessary 
permits for upgrading of Schaumburg 
Road by the time Phase I of the project 
is completed in late 1975. 


ROMANO HAS agreed to voluntary 


cash contributions to Schaumburg Town- 
ship Elementary Dlst. 54, Schaumburg's 
proposed cultural center and Rush-Pres- 
byterinn-St. Luke's Medical Center 
North. 


He has also promised to negotiate fu- 


ture contributions for subsequent phases 
of the project to be completed over 17 
years. 


"I also object to the volume of contri- 


butions tied into Phase I," Ledgerwood 
added. 


The mayor removed himself from con- 


sideration of the project because he Is 
part-owner of an adjacent piece of prop- 
erty.

Village exemplifies 
'misery': magazine 


Hoffman Estates achieved a somewhat 


dubious distinction this week, in being 
used as the prime example of suburban 
problems in a Dec. 10 article of U.S. 
News and World Report. 


"Urban misery is back on the doorstep 


in suburbia," said the writer. Although 
village officials feel the story is not criti- 
cal of Hoffman Estates, it does cite vil- 
lage problems to support that statement, 


The article has been pointed up to vil- 


lage officials In the past several days, as 
representatives of Lincoln Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Assn. seeking annexation, 
vow to correct some of those problems if 
they are permitted to join the commu- 
nity. 


"The community was designed by the 


original developer with two tracts of. 
housing. Other developers came along 
haphazardly over the years. The result: 
Hoffman Estates has remained a bed- 
room town with-settlements separated 
from each other," states the article. 


"Even Its new city hall occupies in 


splendid isolation the middle of an other- 
wise empty field. Remarks one resident, 
'We're victims of a shopping center mad- 
ness out here. We came along too late to 
have a traditional downtown. I don't 
think one was ever envisioned,' 


"The lack of community core bears 


visible results. To visitors, Hoffman Es- 
tates is the archetype of the anonymous 
suburb, its scaled-down ranch houses and 
colonials merging without notice into 
neighboring Schaumburg," according to 
the magazine. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS are not reacting 


strongly to the story. Mayor Virginia 
Hayter said she will refer the matter to 
the board's public information committee 
asking it to write a letter correcting the 
few inaccuracies that were noted. 


But the mayor said she "cannot argue 


with him" on the main thrust of the sto- 
ry. "Yes, there are problems. However, I 
don't believe there are any different prob 
lems here than there are any place in the 
country." 


The mayor said she does not know how 


damaging the story will be'to the vil- 
lage's reputation. 


She already has received a query from, 


a New Jersey town on whether Hoffman 
Rosner Corp., the first developer in what 
is now the village, Is a reputable and 
responsible firm. The mayor said she re- 
sponded that the firm is "excellent to 
deal with." 
' MAYOR HAYTER noted the author of 
the story spent two weeks interviewing in 


the village, talking to many officials and 
residents. But he "had preconceived 
ideas" and slanted the story to fit them, 
she believes. 


"We have problems, and there will al- 


ways be problems. But they are not in- 
surmountable as long as we have people 


who get up in the morning and go to 
work and pay taxes and join Little 
League and churches," she said. And the 
village can only fight detrimental public- 
ity by "going out and personally making 
people aware of who and what we are," 
she said.

Some board members Indicated a re- 


luctance to accept the now concept with- 
out study.

THE PLANS WILL go book to the 


board before final plans for the school 
arc consolidated, he said. 


The school would be constructed with

One of the schools would be In 
the western part of the district and the 
other In the northern area. 


Developments are being planned in. 


' both areas of the district at the present 
time. The largest amount of development 
appears to be In the western area, which 
includes the recently-approved Westbury 
' development. 


Westbury, with over 5,000 units, would 


include approximately 400 homes. If no 
other school was built, these students 
would be attending Hunting Ridge 
'School, which Is presently somewhat 
overcrowded. 


Youngsters from Winston Knolls for 


the most part attend Hunting Ridge 
school. 
However, because 
of over- 


crowded conditions, sixth-graders are at 
Willow Bend School and first-graders are 
attending Pleasant Hill.

Liquor rule 
for Pizza Hut 
set next week 


A decision on whether Hoffman Es- 


tates must grant a liquor license to Aur- 
ora Pizza Hut, Inc., Ls expected Monday 
or Tuesday, although that decision may 
not be final. 


Aurora Pizza Hut appealed the village 


board's refusal to provide one Class C 
liquor license in its ordinances, arguing 
its case before the Illinois Liquor Control 
Commission. 


Tho village is due to file its final legal 


documents in defense of the appeal by 
Friday. Thomas Murphy, technical advi- 
sor to the commission, said yesterday 
the commission will meet again Monday 
and may, if its schedule permits, rule on 
the appeal then. 


Pizza Hut's attorney, Morton Siegel of 


Chicago, also said he expects a ruling 
Monday. 


BUT THE RULING could be affected 


by action taken by the village board 
Monday, according to Siegel. The board 
voted 4 to 2 to repeal the Class C provi- 
sion entirely. 


Until this week, the village liquor con- 


trol ordinances privided a Class C cate- 
gory allowing the sale of beer for con- 
sumption on the premises, but no license 
had been issued in that category. In 
classes where licenses have been issued, 
the ordinance limits the number of li- 
censes to those already issued. There- 
fore, no number was listed for Class C. 


Pizza Hut appealed the village board's 


refusal to specify one license, and con- 
tended that since no number was shown, 
Class C licenses were unlimited and the 
village was bound to issue a license to 
any qualified applicant. Now that there 
Is no such category, It appears the vil- 
lage could refuse to issue a license, even 
if the state commission rules in Pizza 
Hut's favor. 


WHILE MAYOR Virginia Hayter said 


th£ repeal was not related to the Pizza 
Hut case, the village attorney advised 
the board to act this week, rather than 
delaying until next week. "It is neces- 
sary and deemed urgent due to pending 
action," said Atty. George Knickerbo- 
cker. 


When Murphy learned of the board's 


repeal action, he said it could affect the 
commission's judgment.

Rent increases ahead for suburban apartment dwellers 


by LEA TONKIN 


Northwest suburban apartment man- 


agers predict a 2 to 10 per cent boost In 
rental rates for the coming year. And the 
outlook for 1075 la glum for the apart- 
ment dweller: fewer available units and 
rising rents. 


"Owners desperately need every dollar 


they can acquire, to keep buildings up 
and maintain the quality apartments that 
residents want," said William "Don" 
Sally of Arlington Heights, vice president 
of the Balrd & Warner, Inc. property 


management firm.. He notes that North- 
west Suburban tenants will not be hit as 
hard by rent boosts as those In Evanston. 
Renters there will experience up to 12 
per cent boosts In rental rates next year, 
he predicts. 


The rising cost of labor, materials and 


taxes account for the coming rent hikes, 
Sally said. He added that fuel supplies 
arc limited and Inventories of items such 
as toilets may be depicted shortly. 


"A two per cent increase Is a nuisance 


increase," he continued. "It's a nuisance 


to receive it, but not high enough to 
cause you to move ... It's a way of 
nibbling at the tenant without getting a 
substantial increase." 


A RENT BOOST over $20 a month gen- 


erally prods tenants Into looking around: 
for another location, he concedes. "The 
tenant always has the option of tryirig'to 
negotiate better terms, and they always 
have the option of moving," said Sally. 


But construction, of new apartments 


dwindled this year and is expected to dip 
further in 1S74. This will mean fewer 


apartment vacancies, Sally added. 


Richard Kohan, president of the Har- 


bor Management firm, which manages 
apartments in Arlington Heights and 
Hoffman Estates, said, "Most builders 
are postponing their apartment construc- 
tion plans, for a number of reasons, such 
as financing. It's very difficult for a 
builder to make a profit in this market." 
This will mean greater difficulty in locat- 
ing an apartment to suit your needs, he 
said. 


Kohan, who is president of the Apart- 


ment Council of Metropolitan Chicago, 
said rent boosts from 2Vi per cent to 10 
per cent can be anticipated next year. 
The condition of the building and the 
strength of the local market will deter- 
mine the size of the increase, he said. 


A SPOKESMAN for the Quintan 4 Ty- 


son management division in Evanston 
said the company will issue notices of 
apartment rental boosts this month and 
in January. The 2-10 per cent range is a 
"pretty good figure, but 2 per cent Is a 


little low," the spokesman said of rent 
increases. 


Karl Nagel, chairman of the Keepper- 


Nagel, Inc., management firm in Lake 
Forest, said Wednesday "In order to 
meet the increases in expenses we're 
getting, we're talking about a minimum 
5 to 10 per cent Increase next year." The 
cost of utilities, supplies and taxes is ris- 
ing rapidly, he said. Nagel's firm man- 
ages Mill Creek apartments in Palatine. 


"Rents have been a bargain for the

Prospect Heights committee 
gives bike route proposals 


Eight proposed bicycle routes have 


been drawn up for Prospect Heights. 
Park officials hope to set up the routes 
using Wheeling Township federal reve- 
nue-sharing funds. 


The routes, which were drawn up by a 


committee of the Prospect Heights Park 
Board, are not official yet and could be 
changed radically, according to Ronald 
Greenberg, pork director. Three types of 
routes ore proposed. 


The first type of route would be the 


easiest to set up, Greenberg said. It re- 
quires the posting of side roads for use 
by bicyclists. Streets suggested for such 
posting are Elm Street, Maple-Hillside. 
Avenue between Camp McDonald and 
Willow roods, and Chester Lane-Brook 
Road-Maple Lane between Euclid Ave- 
nue and Camp McDonald Road. 


THE SECOND TYPE of routes would 


follow major roads, but be on pavement 
or gravel alongside the roads. However, 
Grcenberg sold these may never come to 
be If easement problems develop. The 
four stretches of road proposed for this 
type bike route are Camp McDonald 
Road between Patricia Lane and Schoen- 
bcck Road, Willow Road between Wheel- 
ing Road and Waterman Avenue, Scboen- 
beck Road between Camp McDonald 
Road and Stonegate Drive, and Wheeling 
Road between Camp McDonald Road 
and a point north of Palatine Road. 


The last type of route would be one 


completely away from any roads and the 
only one proposed would follow the Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. right-of-way from 
Buffalo Grove to Wheeling roods. The 
high tension wires run roughly parallel to 
the north side of Palatine Rood. 


"We looked primarily where the chil-

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Rent increases ahead for suburban apartment dwellers 


by LEA TONKIN 


Northwest suburban apartment man- 


agon predict a 2 to 10 per cent boost tn 
rental rates for Iho coming year. And the 
outlook for 1975 is glum for the apart- 
ment dweller: fewer available units and 
rising rents. 


"Owners desperately need every dollar 


they can acquire, to keep bulMlngs up 
and maintain the quality apartments that 
residents want," said William "Don" 
Sally of Arlington Heights, vice president 
of the Balrd & Warner, Inc. properly 


management firm. He notes that North- 
west Suburban tenants will not be hit as 
hard by rent boosts as those In Evanston. 
Renters there will experience up to 12 
per cent boosts In rental rates next year, 
he predicts. 


The rising cost of labor, materials and 


taxes account for the coming rent hikes, 
Sally said. He added that fuel supplies 
arc limited and inventories of Items such 
as toilets may be depleted shortly. 


"A two per cent Increase Is a nuisance 


Increase," ho continued. "It's a nuisance 


to receive it, but not high enough to 
cause you to move ... It's a way of 
nibbling at the tenant without getting a 
substantial increase." 


A RENT BOOST over $20 a month gen- 


erally prods tenants Into looking around 
for another location, he concedes. "The 
tenant always has thd option of trying to 
negotiate better terms, and they always 
have the option of moving," said Sally. 
• But construction of new apartments 
dwindled this year and Is expected to dip 
further in 1974. This will mean fewer 


apartment vacancies, Sally added. 


Richard Kohan, president of the Har- 


bor Management firm, which manages 
apartments in Arlington Heights and 
Hoffman Estates, said, "Most builders 
are postponing their apartment construc- 
tion plans, for a number of reasons, such 
as financing. It's "very difficult for a 
builder to make a profit In this market." 
This will mean greater difficulty In locat- 
ing an apartment to suit your needs, he 
said. 


Kohan, who is president of the Apart- 


ment Council of Metropolitan Chicago, 
said rent boosts from ZVt per cent to 10 
per cent can be anticipated next year. 
The condition of the building and the 
strength of the local market will deter- 
mine the size of the increase, he said. 


A SPOKESMAN for the.Quinlan & Ty- 


son management division In Evanston 
said the company will issue notices of 
apartment rental boosts this month and 
irt January. The 2-10 per cent range Is a 
"pretty good figure, but 2 per cent is a 


little low," the spokesman said of rent 
Increases. 


Karl Nagel, chairman of the Keepper- 


Nagcl, Inc., management firm in Lake 
, 


Forest, said Wednesday "In order to 
meet the increases in expenses • we're 
getting, we're talking about a minimum 
5 to 10 per cent increase next year." The 
cost of utilities, supplies and taxes is ris- 
ing rapidly, he said. Nagel's firm man- . 
ages Mill Creek apartments in Palatine. •

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Apartment owners 
pay out $350,000 
to meet new code

Arlington Heights apartment operators 


have spent an estimated $350,000 on Im- 
provements to their buildings In order to 
comply with the village's new multi-fam- 
ily housing code. 


A total of $65,000 to $75,000 has been 


invested In smoke and fire detection sys- 
tems In eight buildings. And an esti- 
mated $375,000 to $300,000 has been spent 
on a wide range of other village-ordered 
repairs. 


The figures were compiled by Daniel 


Tarry, village sanitarian who is coordi- 
nating the apartment licensing nnd In- 
spection program. 


Tho Improvements are necessary un- 


der upgraded fire and housing codes, 
which must be met before an operating 
license, now required by low, will be Is- 
sued for Iho building. 
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The Apartment Council of Metropolitan 


Chicago says it intends to challenge the 
licensing law, enacted almost a year ago 
under the home rule powers given Arling- 
ton Heights by the 1970 state constitution. 


AT LEAST TWO apartment operators, 


contacted by The Herald yesterday, said 
they agreed with the intent of the ordi- 
nance to protect the safety of tenants. 
But added that the cost of the improve- 
ments ultimately would be made up in 
higher rents. 


"Every time they cry for these things, 


it's going to be passed on," says R. Skipp 
Arnett, district manager for Kassuba 
R e a l t y , which operates Candlcwood 
Trace Apartments in Arlington Heights. 


"I'm with the village 100 per cent as 


far as seeing that people have a safe,' 
orderly and warm place to live. But we 
supply that anyhow," he suld. 


"We're not exactly running a depres- 


sed area at Candlewood Trace. Arling- 
ton Heights is not Cabrinl Green." 


DORIS THOMPSON, who manages 


Grccnbrlcr Apartments for Miller Build- 
ers, also said that any expense to the 
building owner probably will contribute 
to higher rents, but that In Arlington 
Heights tenants expect wellkept build- 
ings. 


"Wo have always maintained a high 


quality of cleanliness," she said, noting 
that Grecnbrier was inspected and has 
been issued its license. 


As with most other apartment build-. 


ings, Grccnbrier'o owner was required to 
put in a smoke and fire detection system. 
A relatively costly improvement, aver- 
aging between $4,000 and $6,000 per 
building, the automatic alarm system 
has been one of the single biggest ex- 
penses to be borne by the landlords. 


"I think it's an additional safeguard to 


the residents and they have it coming," 
Mrs. Thompson said. 


ARNETT, WHOSE Candlowood Trace 


has yet to be Inspected, was less sure. 


"If they start that with local builders 


and managers, they're simply going to 
put us out of business," he said. The 
profit margin in for-rent apartments is 
not great enough for the owner to absorb 
higher costs. They will be passed on to 
the tenants, he said. 


"But I'm going to wait until I'm hurt, 


before I start crying." 


Mrs. Thompson said she objected to 


the annual license fee. Ranging from $25 
to $75 per building, depending on their 
size, the fees are intended to cover the 
cost of inspection, not to raise revenue. 


ARNETT SAYS he fears that the 11- 


cense requirement may be used by ten- 
ants to blackmail landlords, by calling 
the village with any complaints, and that, 
the maintenance records the ordinance 
requires may turn into a mountain of pa- 
per work. 
' 


"I think they may create a monster 


that neither one of us is going to be able 
to control," he says. 


In addition to recovering, expenses 


from higher rents, landlords can benefit 
from lower insurer. •» premiums because, 
of the addition of fire protection equip- 
ment, according to Tarry. 


While some apartment operators have 


protested the new laws, all of them so 
far have gone along with the measures, 
Tarry says. 


From a total of at least 65 applications 


originally sent to building owners, only 
11 licenses have been Issued to date. 


However, a number of permits are 


pending only minor building corrections, 
Tarry said. 


A total of 58 inspections have been 


made since February and 557 defi- 
ciencies have been reported.

Gas fumes 


ignite; 


youth, 19, 


injured 


A 19-year-old Palatine youth was in- 


jured yesterday when gas fumes ignited 
as he tried to change the gas tank on a 
friend's car. 


The fire broke out in the garage of the 


William Egan home, 232 Bissell Dr., in 
the Winston Park subdivision. The 
Egans* son, Michael, was home alone 
when the accident occurred. He suffered 
burns on his right leg, and was admitted 
at Northwest Community Hospital, Ar- 
lington Heights. A report of his condition 
was not available. 


Palatine Fire Chief Orville Helms esti- 


mated that "there'll be $5,000 damage at 
least," including smoke and fire damage 
to the family's garage, basement, and 
the auto, which was listed as a total loss. 


Helms blamed either careless smoking 


or a nearby hot water heater for igniting 
the fumes that burned Egan and started 
the blaze. 


Palatine firemen answered the fire call 


at 11:46 a.m., and remained at the scene 
for approximately one hour. 
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Thievery depleting library's shelves 


Officials of the Arlington Heights Me- 


morial Library have found that 20 per 
cent of the books In a recent random in- 
ventory are missing from the shelves. 
Jay Larson, director of adult services 
and head of the inventory project, sus- 
pects that the majority of the books have 
been stolen. 


Larson directed the inventory, which 


began in October and lasted for six 
weeks. He and a committee of six chose 
seven subject areas among adult nonfic- 
tion titles. They included astrology, the 
Civil War, cooking, economics, interior 
decoration, physics and psychology. 


The areas were selected for high and 


low Interests in order to achieve a bal- 
ance. For example, astrology apparently 
has been of high interest to. many resi- 
dents because of requests for these books 
and the amount of times these books 


have been borrowed. Low interest topics 
include economics or physics. 


WORKERS CHECKED the total num- 


ber of books available in each area and 
made a shelf check against the card 
catalog records. Titles not found on the 
shelves were marked in the card catalog, 
and a dally check was made for the 
missing titles. 


A total of 004 books were inventoried. 


Records were kept to see which books 
were checked in and out and which titles 
remained missing. Out of the 904 books, 
181 books or 20 per cent could not be ac- 
counted for by the end of the six-week 
study. 


"One thing that has to be remembered 


is that this is a sample inventory," said 
Larson. "The .figures are not an annual 
rate loss; but an accumulative loss. We 


haven't conducted an inventory for 
years." 


The highest percentage of missing 


books was In astrology. A total of 135 
astrology books are listed in the card 
catalog and 48 of them were not account- 
ed for, which represents a 36 per cent 
loss. The lowest was in economics. Seven 
out of 77 books'on economics were not 
accounted for in a low interest area, or 9 ' 
per cent. Except for the economics all 
other areas have loss rates greater than 
10 per cent. 


"Less than 10 per cent toss rate is ex- 


pected," said Larson, who described a 
percentage any higher as a "substantial" 
loss. "But you expect it to go up if the 
library's used often like ours. It's ob- 
vious that there will be a greater loss." 


ALTHOUGH THE total number of 


books inventoried represented only one 
per cent of the total book collection of 
more than 100,000 books, the study did 
give officials valuable information, said 
Larson. 


"The main reason for the Inventory Is 


to go through the books and replace the 
missing ones," he said. 


The results of the study will be pre- 


sented to library board members at the 
next meeting scheduled for Jan. 8. Mem- 
bers could decide to further the In- 
ventory to .check on all the books in the 
library or suggest theft prevention mea- 
sures, said Larson. 


"Since this is such a small sample I 


can't make any generalizations for the 
entire collection,"'he .said. "I would be 
surprised if we had a 20 per cent loss for 
the entire library."

mates of the cost of running a deep sew- 
er from the park area to the Wilke-Kir- 
choff flood basin. 


The park board, for the second'time 


Tuesday night,, rejected use of Pioneer 


Park land in the village's overall flood 
control plans. 


Use of the park has been a major ob- 


stacle to scheduling a referendum on the 
'sale of more than $14 million in general 
obligation bonds to finance the program. 


PALMATIER SAID the flooding com- 


mittee will.probably want to explore ev- 
ery possibility for reconsideration by the 
park board. • 


"If after all reasonable effort has been 


made and we still can't reach agree- 
ment, then I guess there would be two 
alternatives," he said. 


• Hold a referendum leaving out flood 


control for the Pioneer Park area, with 
the idea that it would be included later. 


• Include money for the Pioneer Park 


project with the expectation that an 
agreement eventually will be worked out. 


Preliminary estimates are that to con- 


struct a special'storm sewer from the 
park area to the Wilke-Kirchoff retention 
basin would cost at least $1.3 million 
more than the $2 million cost of putting 
in twin basins at the park. 


Palmatier said a complete estimate of 


this alternative would probably show an 
even higher figure. 


"Most people probably would regard 


it as extravagant," he said. 


Several different basin proposals for 


Pioneer Park, including an underground 
reservoir, all have been rejected.

Village President Charles Zettck an- 


nounced at Tuesday's board meeting that 
ho had been contacted by the developers 
and they were willing to meet with the 
plan commission. 


Robert DILconardi, attorney for the de- 


velopers, had no comment yesterday on 
Zcttck's statement. 


DILconardi said he, the developers and 


the planner will meet within a few days 
to discuss the project. He said the group 
may approach the village after the meet- 
in;;. 


None of the four developers was avail- 


able for comment yesterday. 


LAST WEEK, the plan commission 


told the village board the group was will- 
Ing to work with the developers on a now 
proposal for the 2B7-acre project. William 
Shannon, commission chairman, said the 
group maintained its original position of 
opposing a high-density development for 
the site. 


Tho commissioners would not give spe- 


cific recommendations for density, but 
Indicated a density of 10 living units per 
acre would bo a maximum unless the 
project was unusually well planned and 
offered a good reason for a higher den- 
sity. 


Yesterday Shannon said he was, "look- 


Ing forward to working with them (the 
developers) and speeding this to a con- 
clusion that would be equitable to ail." 


PAUL FUCIIS, 1298 Aldrin Tr., chair- 


man of (he Citizens of Elk Grove Op- 
posed to Dcvon-53, said, "I'm satisfied 
that they're (the plan commission and 
the developers) getting together and get- 
ting this off dead center." 


Fuchs said his group would attend any 


meetings between the plan commission 
and the developers. 


"We'll keep an eye on them and sec 


what they do. I'm hoping for the best 
now, but we'll see what happens," he 
said. 


Zctlck said the developers did not dis- 


cuss specific density changes, but he told 
them of the plan commission's position. 
He said the developers indicated they 
ucre willing to talk with the plan com- 
missioners. 


KUCIIS SAID ho was concerned at the 


idea that the developers would consider a 
density of "about 10 units per acre." 


"I want to see what this means," he 


said. 


Fuch» said, "I'm glad something Is 


being done about the project. Somebody 
had to make a decision and somebody 
had to do something." 


Fuchs and Mark Muscarcllo, attorney 


for the citizens' group, attended the 
board meeting when Zettek made his an- 
nouncement. 


The housing project had been tabled 


for several weeks by the village board. 
Tuesday's action returns the requested 
annexation and zoning changes made by 
the developers back to the plan commis- 
sion. 


TUB VOTE to refer the request to the 


commission was unanimous. 


Devon-53 was originally a high density 


project submitted by the four developers 
working under a common plan. 


After months of study and review, In- 


cluding two public hearings, the plan 
commission submitted a report recom- 
m end Ing denial of the annexation 
request. 


Several citizen's petitions were also

$12,000 settlement OKd 


Tho board accepted an $11,000 settlement for damages re- 


sulting from a chlorine gas leak this summer at Olympic 
Park. Equipment stored in the basement of the field house 
was damaged when a cylinder from the Jones Chemical Co. 
of Indiana rusted out, releasing tho corrosive and potentially 
dangerous fumes. There were no Injuries as a result of the 
leakage.

Students in Prospect Heights School 


Dist. 23 will have two extra days of 
Christmas vacation this year. They will 
return to classes Jan. 7 instead of Jan. 3 
as originally scheduled. 


The school board last night voted to ex- 


tend the holiday break in an effort to 
conserve fuel supplies. 


The action was promoted by the deci- 


sion of the High School Dist. 214 board 
Monday to lengthen the Christmas vaca- 
tion for high school students. 


The school year In Dist. 23 is not likely 


to be extended next spring. The extra 
vacation days will be counted against the 
five emergency days provided in the ca- 
lendar. 


The school board said if heavy snow or 


some other emergency forces local' 
schools to close this winter for more than 
the three remaining emergency days, the 
board will consider shortening spring va- 
cation. 


In other action the board adopted a 


long-range plan of educational and ad- 
ministrative goals for the 1970s.

have been in the area of fire prevention. 
A new life safety code, adopted in con- 
nection with the licensing ordinance, sig- 
nificantly tightened Arlington Heights' 
fire prevention regulations. The code 
pertains to all new construction, and the 
licensing of the apartments is an attempt 
to bring older buildings within the code. 


The value of the new code was borne 


out earlier this week, according to Lt. 
Frank Woodruff of the Arlington Heights 
fire prevention bureau. 


A 2 a.m. fire at the Pit 'n Pub restau- 


rant, 1711 E. Rand Rd., automatically 
triggered an alarm at the fire station 
and, as a result the fire was extinguished 
within 15 minutes with actual fire dam- 
age confined to a relatively small office 
area. 


Without the detectors, which were part 


of the business* annexation agreement, 
the fire probably, would,have gone unre- 
ported for a much longer period of time, 


. causing a great deal more damage, 


Woodruff said. 


BOB VVIDDICOMBE. executive direc- 


tor of the Apartment Council of Chicago, 
has charged that the licensing ordinance 
is really intended to discourage the fu- 
ture growth of apartment buildings in the 
village. He also maintains that the hous- 
ing code leaves too much to the judg- 
ment of inspectors. 


The apartment council, he says, will 


file a class action lawsuit challenging the 
ordinances and, they hope, preventing 
the passage of similar codes hi other mu- 
nicipalities.
